Examination 
of limit line 
postponed

Members of the County Advisory Com­ 
mittee for the General Plan, Thursday, 
voted to eliminate for the time being, the 
thorn that has stuck in their collective 
sides: the urban-rural limit line. 
In a landmark action the committee 
approved the motion of Bill Fick “to 
postpone further consideration of the 
urban-rural limit line and to proceed to 
consider land use designations.” 
Fick argued successfully that “the 
urban-rural limit line is supposed to be a 
tool and all it is is an obstruction ... the 
same thing can be accomplished by zon­ 
ing and land use designations without the 
use of a line to d e sig n a te the 
separation.” Walter Holmdahl seconded 
the motion. 
Later, again on Fick’s motion, the 
committee voted to spend next Thur­ 
sday’s meeting on consideration of land 
use and zoning in the Vandenberg Village 
area, and four subsequent meetings on 
Mission Hills-Mesa Oaks; the Wye; the 
county area around the City of Lompoc; 
and Tularosa Road and Cebada Canyon 
area 
The action suspending further con­ 
sideration of the urban-rural limit line 
factor comes after weeks of division. 
Debate has been heavy and sometimes 


bitter. The controversy was one of the 
key factors that spurred a meeting of 
Lompoc City Council and Fourth District 
Supervisor Robert L. Hedlund this week 
and indirectly it was a factor along with 
proposals for downzoning that triggered 
the formation of a property owners’ as­ 
sociation in Cebada Canyon. 
All this came together Thursday along 
with other suggestions that form a part 
of the total question. 
For example. 
Ralph Griffin, a resident of Vandenberg 
Village and an official of the Village As­ 
sociation, made a declaration against the 
stipulation of precise growth limitation 
figures. 
“The problem of numbers in 
consideration of growth is that if we 
overestimate, we can adjust, but if we 
underestimate our needs in terms of 
housing, we re in trouble,” he said “We 
could be wrong by a factor as much as 
100 percent.” Moments later Griffin 
declared: 
“ We shouldn’t set ourselves 
up as experts because we are not.” We 
have to be careful of recommending the 
number of homes for a piece of proper­ 
ty.” 
Holmdahl offered a suggestion on 
meeting locations that gained some in­ 
itial support, but which was finally aban­ 
doned. The committee decided against 
his suggestion that the individual weekly 
meetings be held on the site to be discus­ 
sed

The Local Agency Formation Commis­ 
sion (LAFCO), which earlier this year 
created a stir by voting to deny annexa­ 
tion of several Orcutt area housing 
tracts to a service area due to impending 
water problems, took another leap in 
that direction Thursday in regard to the 
residential buildup in Vandenberg 
Village 
The commission — composed of city 
and county officials and a public 
member — voted unanimously to have 
Executive Officer Robert Perkins ex­ 
press its concern to the Board of Super­ 
visors and Planning Commission con­ 
cerning “ further developments in this 
area” until LAFCO compiles its sphere 
of influence study for the Vandenberg 
Village area and particularly the city of 
Lompoc 
Santa Barbara Mayor David Shiff- 
man’s motion was to relay 
LAFCO’s 
feelings to county decision makers that it 
would seem "inappropriate for the 
county to approve initiation of any 
further projects in this tract area 
pending sphere study completion 
Perkins said the commission realized 
there could be other tract projects well 
into the pipeline and there seemed no 
desire under the Shiftman motion to hold 
such projects back 
There was surprise in some official 
quarters in the County Building, 
however, that LAFCO would again ven­ 
ture into such a sensitive area again, 
after its experiences with Orcutt housing 


tracts seeking similar annexation ap­ 
proval to a service area providing ser­ 
vices not impacted by new develop­ 
ments 
The LAFCO action was taken after un­ 
animous approval on a motion by Eugene 
Stevens. Lompoc City Council member, 
to approve annexation of a proposed 31- 
unit residential development to Service 
Area No. 4 
Although Service Area No 4 services 
of street sweeping (provided by city of 
Lompoc), lighting and open space 
maintenance were seen not impacted by 
such an annexation, talk was generated 
— as in the Orcutt tracts — about water 
quality and water supply problems in the 
Vandenberg Village area which is served 
by a private company 
Fourth District Supervisor Robert 
Hedlund. of Lompoc, brought up the 
question of continued impacts of the 
housing projec ts of Vandenberg Village 
Development Co and the responsibilities 
of LAFCO in assessing overall impacts 
and not just those associated with ser­ 
vice area services. 
Office of Environm ental Quality 
spokesman Randv Brodersen. assigned 
to LAFCO. said he felt the question of 
water supply and quality in the En­ 
vironmental Impact Report (EIR ) on the 
31 unit development was “not complete­ 
ly answered.” The EIR was certified in 
September, 1975 after tract map ap­ 
proval by the county supervisors and 
planners and stressed major impacts as 
being growth inducement and wildlife 
habitat loss 
U.N. imposes weapons 
embargo against S. Africa 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - The U N 
Security Council today imposed a man­ 
datory and comprehensive arms em­ 
bargo against the white minority govern­ 
ment of South Africa — the first such 
sanction ever levied against a member 
of the United Nations. 
The resolution, a compromise between 
five western members and hardline 
black African states, was approved 
unanimously, 15-0. by the council. It goes 
into effect immediately 
The unprecedented move was in 
response to South A frica's latest 
crackdown on black leaders, other dissi­ 
dents and the nation’s leading black new­ 
spapers in the wake of controversy over 
the death of black spokesman Steve 
Biko. 
But what, if any. impact the embargo 
would have remained questionable 
South Africa already produces 60 percent 
— and, by some estimates, 75 percent — 
of its own armaments, and experts say it 
could become fully self-sufficient in 
weaponry. 
The embargo was the Council’s first 
punishment of a U N member in the 32- 
year history of the United Nations 
Rhodesia is under an even tougher em­ 
bargo, but it is not a U N member state 


U N 
S e c re ta ry G en eral K urt 
Waldheim called it. “clearly an historic 
occasion ” 
The embargo resolution calls arms 
sales to South Africa “a threat to the 
maintenance of international peace and 
security” and orders all U.N members 
to stop selling to Pretoria all types of 
military and police equipment, ammuni 
tion, patent rights, spare parts and 
technology for nuclear weapons 
By mandatory, the order means all 148 
other U N members are obligated under 
the world body’s charter to abide by the 
embargo There are no penalties for 
violations, although offending nations 
themselves could be subject to sanc­ 
tions 


Commissioners cited the responsibility 
of LAFCO to make annexation decisions 
that would result in orderly develop­ 
ment, even though in this case it was the 
responsible agencv. although not the lead 
agency, which was the Board of Super­ 
visors. 
Hedlund emphasized that he hadn’t 
seem the 1975-certified EIR “until this 
week,” and that neither he nor Super­ 
visor William B Wallace, of Goleta. had 
been on the board when it was certified 
Wallace is the supervisors' represen­ 
tative on LAFCO along with Hedlund 
“ It’s funny this annexation comes to us 
so far after tract and EIR approval,” 
said Wallace 
‘‘Now i t ’s becom e a tw o -tie r 
situation.” commented chairman Tim 
Terry, of Santa Barbara, the public 
member. 
“It’s always been two-tier,” responded 
Deputy County Counsel William Altman. 
LAFCO was told that environmental 
impacts such as water or sewer services 
should have been considered by the plan­ 
ners and county supervisors when they 
acted on the project, although it was con­ 
ceded conditions have changed in the 
meantime 
Perkins said his office is getting ready 
to set up studies on a sphere of influence 
for the city of Lompoc The Vandenberg 
Villlage area will be considered in such 
studies Such a sphere might be set up 
within a few months, it was felt, barring 
unforeseen handicaps 
The proposed 31-unit residential tract 
on which LAFCO made its decision 
Thursday is at the end of St. Andrews 
Way, in the north portion of the Village 
It is the second unit of a combined 67- 
umt development on 47 acres 
The commission was told that it can 
set its sights next on a draft EIR for 
another Vandenberg Village residential 
development now in the pipeline and 
provide input 
Brodersen said he understood the 
development company has “ two more 
units to come.” 
"This would make the whole process 


more meaningful.” commented Mayor 
Shiftman 
“This is putting us on record 
of showing concern ” 
In approving the annexation. LAFCO 
under findings of fact that are required 
cited increased density, adverse impact 
on water in the future, lack of sphere of 
influence, no adverse impacts on service 
area service levels, lack of a consistent 
city or county plan involved, conforma­ 
tion to existing county General Plan and 
both beneficial and adverse affects seen 
on neighboring areas as to social and 
economic factors. 
The commission, having seemingly ex­ 
hausted itself in the long discussion over 
impacts of the proposed 31-unit tract 
went on to approve annexation of a 
proposed 2 90-acre convenience center in 
the south portion of Vandenberg Village 
to the same County Service Area No. 4 
without a qualm 
LAFCO records showed that the 1975 
EIR as certified stated the city of Lom­ 
poc had developed plans for Vandenberg 
Village designating the areas sur­ 
rounding the Village as being open space, 
but that city planners described the open 
space designation as having some large 
lot residential uses 
County planners pulled back from a 
recommendation several years ago that 
surrounding land of Union Oil Co. be 
classified open and grazing, dropping the 
matter pending decisions on the new 
County General Plan being formulated

The County Water Agency staff and At­ 
torney Stanley Hatch, counsel for

Wallace, Third District supervisor 
from Goleta who has been a key figure in 
the conjunctive use proposal involving 
the river system that serves South Coast 
areas as well as those north of the Santa 
Ynez Mountains, claims Hatch and the 
countv staff have taken up “adversary” 
positions regarding a report by CDM. the 
county's water consultants on conjunc­

Wallace has called on the County 
Water Agency, comprising the five 
county supervisors, to see to it that 
Hatch, a Santa Barbara attorney, is 
“ removed” from further involvement in 
the Conjuctive Use Subcommittee of the 
County Water Agency Advisory Commit­ 
tee 
“To continue having Mr Hatch chair 
this com mittee when he is in fact 
threatening a lawsuit if the project 
doesn’t meet his approval, is not in the 
best interests of this county in receiving 
objective and unbiased Information,” 
Wallace stated 
Wallace said he resented Hatch’s 
statements of some weeks ago complain­ 
ing of impoundment of Santa Ynez River 
water by the South Coast. 
Apparent burning at 
stake attempt probed

Sheriff’s officials today were in­ 
vestigating a bizarre case, unsure if it 
was a youthful prank, a mock scene 
created for a high school photo project, 
or a real-life attempt to bum a Cabrillo 
High School student at the stake 
No one was injured, but there were 
some ruffled feathers today and a 
num ber of unanswered questions. 
Details were sparse because some of the 
protagonists were not available for com­ 
ment 
There are two versions of what hap­ 
pened. one supplied by a sheriff’s deputy, 
who was not on duty to confirm the facts 
as he saw them, the other by a Union Oil 
Co employee 
Deputies Jack Ellis and Mark Hall told 
this story A county fire department unit 
responded to a report of a grass fire on 
Highway 1, two miles north of Burton 
Mesa Boulevard, only to find the fire had 
already been suppressed by a Union Oil 


Co., employee and two Cabrillo High 
School students However, the employee 
had a tale to tell. He told the firefighters 
about it and they in turn told sheriff’s 
deputies He said he spotted two youths 
apparently about to set fire to some 
brush piled around the feet of a third 
vouth who was tied to a stake When the 
youths saw the oil company employee 
they were startled and dropped the torch 
one of them held in his hand, starting the 
grass fire. The employee freed the ap­ 
parent victim and took down the names 
of all three 
That’s where the sheriff's version 
stood this morning because the detective 
who has been assigned to investigate the 
case was not on duty 
Details of the report are disputed by 
Union Oil Co., employee Brian Marcotte 
Marcotte said this morning that the fire 
was minor in character, that the youth 
was not tied to the stake and that the two

The Community Crime Prevention 
Committee moved last night to ask City 
Council to consider “ beefing up police 
patrols" in Ryon Park during popular 
hours in the city’s favorite recreational 
area 
Lompoc Police Chief J.D. Smith was 
directed to compile a report on peak 
problem hours — primarily during Fri­ 
day, Saturday and Sunday evenings — 
which could benefit from additional 
police surveillance and a cost breakdown 
for a sixth-month pilot program The 
item will be on the agenda for the next 
council meeting Nov 15. 
With full-time officers on overtime pay 
— Smith explained he didn't have enough 
manpower to patrol the park on regular 
beats — the police chief said Ryon Park 
foot patrols would cost about $20,000 for 
a six-month trial 
Reserve policemen, however are paid 
less, and when questioned, Smith admit­ 
ted reserve manpower could walk the 
foot patrols. Smith s tid he declined to es­ 
timate the cost of using reserves because 
their activities may be limited by possi­ 
ble future state legislation. 
“ In order to accomplish a feeling of 
security for some of our senior citizens 


who are afraid of what they call un­ 
desirables who occupy the park in the 
evenings,’’ said Smith, “ it is going to 
take staffing.” 
Smith presented a breakdown of in­ 
cidences so far this year at the park. 
Since the first of this year, the report 
totaled 168 incidents in the park with 
specific peaks of 27 in February and 38 
on Saturday nights The chief noted the 
report did not include the Flower 
Festival weekend during which there 
was more crime in the park than the rest 
of the year combined. 
Prior to the unanimous approval of 
seeking added police activity for Ryon 
Park, City Attorney Alan Davidson 
spoke out against the idea 
“Our experts say this will chase the 
500 or so kids out of the park,” Davidson 
summarized. “ Are we going to have 500 
old people move in there? Frankly, I 
doubt it. I would like to see us leave them 
alone 
Whether they are absolute no­ 
goods or not, they have as much a right 
to a place as anyone else." 
Other committee members quickly as­ 
sured the city attorney it “would not be a 
roust” and the young adults which 
dominate the park would not have to 
leave. 
City Park Ranger Robert Ramming 


preceded Smith's report with a first­ 
hand account of the broken glass 
problem at Ryon Park 
Ramming, who closes the parking lot 
every night at 9 and is responsible for 
picking up the bottles and cans, told the 
committee last weekend he bagged more 
than 200 bottles Friday night and over 100 
more Saturday evening 
Ramming claimed the parking lot is 
clean before 7:30 p.m and urged the 
committee to close the lot 30 minutes 
after dusk 
As another possible remedy to the 
chronic problem of broken glass in the 
park, the committee zeroed in on a new 
Santa Maria ordinance which prohibits 
drinking liquor in city parks after dark. 
“From a police chief’s point of view,” 
Smith said, “I can tell you that is much 
more enforceable than an ordinance 
prohibiting any drinking in the park." 
The com mittee discussed a blanket 
drinking ban for city parks at their last 
session 
At the beginning of the two-hour 
meeting, the committee approved ex­ 
panding its scope to include all crimes 
■gatnat property plus any additional 
crime« which might be recommended by 
the Police Department — thus the name 
change from Vandalism Committee. 


Employee pay studies due Jan. 1

Full-scale salary inequity 
studies on behalf of the several 
thousand rank and file county 
employees are due to start on 
Jan. 
1, Personnel Director 
Sidney Simms has confirmed 
Simms said he wanted to 
clear up a confusing picture 
that has developed as a result of 
statements made by County 
Employees Association Presi­ 
dent Carolyn Bedard and a 
news media announcement that 
the survey was in progress and 
would be completed by Jan 1. 
Simms explained that it is 
the annual on-going work of 
reclassifying employees that is 
to be completed Jan 1, adding 
that his staff working on that 
project will then turn to the in­ 
equity survey as called for in a 
memorandum of understanding 
signed earlier this year with the 
independent Countv Emolovees 


Association. 
Meanwhile, data gleaned in a 
salary and specifications sur­ 
vey involving six other Califor­ 
nia counties has been received, 
according to Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D. Johnson 
While there has been no of­ 
ficial information put out on 
this data, some sources say it 
may be a surprise to county 
employee groups in that it is not 
e x p e c te d 
to 
sh o w 
a n y 
m easurable inequities when 
median salary levels are for­ 
mulated 
The survey on possible in­ 
equities is not scheduled for 
completion until April 1. in ac­ 
cord with the memorandum of 
u n d e r s ta n d in g

Simms said the six-county 
survey is made up of a “dif­ 
ferent group" in that they com­ 
p rise th re e “ im m e d ia tely 
larger counties” and three that 
are “ immediately sm aller.” 
Simms said the county agreed 
to the inequity survey for rank 
and file employees prior to a 
sim ilar survey made on behalf 
of about 100 m an ag em en t 
employees and county elected 
officials earlier this fall 
That 
survey resulted in pav boosts 
for management group except 


for the elected officials, effec­ 
tive Dec. 12. 
These increases then brought 
forth a request from Bedard 
asking for an “ im m ediate” 
sim ilar survey on behalf of the 
non-management employees. 
The inequities were added to 
the general 7 percent pay boost 
fo r m a n a g e m e n t c o u n ty 
employees and others including 
the county supervisors awarded 
for 1977-78 fiscal year, and 
rank and filers are hoping any 
inequities found on their behalf 
will be added as supplements to 
the 7 percent they received as 
well, prior to any new increases 
effective next July. 
Simms declared he is now 
asking the county supervisors 
to freeze all reclassifications as 
of Jan 1 so his staff can work 
on the new inequity study. 
Meanwhile. Bedard has in­ 


formed the county supervisors 
she is disturbed by conflicting 
reports brought on by a news 
article quoting Johnson as say­ 
ing the inequity survey wouid 
be completed by Jan. 1. 
She term ed “ disconcerting, 
to say the least.” Simms’ state­ 
ment that the survey would get 
under way about Jan. 1 and 
there was “ no way” it could be 
completed by then. 
Bedard said conflicting 
r e p o r t s 
h a v e 
h a d 
a 
“ d e m o ra liz in g ” e ffe c t on 
county employee morale, and 
added that the Employees As­ 
sociation is now requesting that 
a strong effort be made to com­ 
plete the study by Jan 1 “ in 
light of the intensive effort” of 
the county supervisors and ad­ 
m inistrative office to solve in­ 
equities for management per­ 
sonnel earlier this vear.

The bill re q u ires school 
boards to adopt the standards of 
proficiency in the basic skills 
by June 1979 
In the 1979-’80 school year, 
schools will have to assess 
whether fourth- to sixth graders 
have met the standards 
If thev do not. parents would 
have to be informed and special 
instruction given the children 
It will be up to the school 
board, however, w hether to 
promote those students who do 
not meet the standards (Stu­ 
dents who do not pass the high 
school proficiency test would 
not receive diplom as.) 
As w ith the high school 
proficiency determ ination, the 
district “ must involve parents, 
school 
a d m in istra to rs and

"I refer to (the proficiency 
test) as the rubber ru ler,” 
Robert Thompson, curriculum 
director, said 
Hart expected a variety of 
tests, but not a very wide dis­ 
parity among them, his assis­ 
tant Bond said 
She said he 
opted for local control of and in­ 
volvement in the proficiency 
test, rather than having the 
state dictate uniform stan­ 
dards 
The Lompoc test entails two 
hours of math questions, two 
hours on reading and language, 
and one half-hour to write a 
composition 
The language section consists 
of reading passages and ques­ 
tions on such item s as “ main 
i d e a s . ” 
v o c a b u la r y and 
sentence structure The section 
also quizzes on spelling, gram ­ 
m ar and punctuation 
Except for the writing sam­ 
ple. an sw ers are m ultiple 
choice. 
The Lompoc test takes a 
more academic approach than 
the Santa Barbara test, for ex­ 
ample 
That district asks students to 
fill out a job application, follow 
a recipe, read a label, a hair 
dryer warranty, a voter's hand­ 
book. a Social Security bulletin, 
a gas com pany b ill, d is­ 
crim inate between fact and opi­ 
nion in an ad. and write, not 
necessarily an essav, but direc­ 
tions on how to do something 
But the math and reading 
skills tested bv Lompoc could 
be applied to performing such 
tasks 
Proficiency testm akers seem 
to realize they are producing 
but one — probably narrow — 
interpretation of what are “sur­ 
vival skills ” 
Critical thinking, choice mak­ 
ing. “ being able to see through 
the propaganda 
we're being 
bombarded with ronstantlv."

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Helms given suspended 
two-year prison sentence 


TH E BETTER H A LE 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Former CIA Director Richard 
Helms today got a suspended 
two-year sentence and was 
fined $2,000 for refusing to tell a 
congressional hearing all he 
knew about covert U.S. efforts 
to influence an election in Chile. 
U.S. District Judge Barring­ 
ton Parker, saying Helms stood 
before him “in disgrace and 
shame,” spared him a prison 
term after hearing almost one 
hour of explanations by both 
government and defense attor­ 
neys that Helms thought he was 
acting in the “best interest of 
the country.” 
Parker, who noted he had dis­ 
associated him self from a 
bargain that led Helms to plead 
no contest to two misdemeanor 
charges in Monday, sharply 
criticized Helms for believing 
his oath to protect CIA secrets 
more important than his oath to 
testify fully and truthfully to 
Congress. 
“You stand before this court 
in disg race and sham e,” 
Parker told Helms. 
“ You considered yourself 
bound by one oath and dis­ 
honored your solemn oath to 


tell the truth before the com­ 
mittee.” Parker said. 
Defense attorney Edward 
Bennett Williams said that 
when Helms was questioned by 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee on Feb. 7 and 
March 6 of 1975, additional 
covert activity was in progress. 
If Helms had simply said he 
could not answer fully he might 
have violated his oath not to dis­ 
close any classified material or 
reveal CIA intelligence sources 
or methods in any manner. 
“For Richard Helms to have 
made the requested disclosures 
then it might have cost lives, 
compromised national security 
and complicated our relations 
in South America,” said Wil­ 
liams. 
Assistant Attorney General 
Benjamim Civiletti in charge of 
the Ju stice D ep artm en t’s 
criminal division, also said 
Helms found himself in a dilem­ 
ma and recommended that he 
be spared a jail term 
The possibility that Helms 
would not receive a ja il 
sentence set the stage for a 
debate on newspaper editorial 
pages Some questioned the ap­ 


pearance of a “double stan­ 
dard” of justice in which the 
poor go to jail and influential 
former officials like Helms do 
not. 
Attorney General Griffin Bell 
has defended his decision to file 
a reduced charge that Helms 
would accept without trial 
rather than risk having to 
produce secret documents for 
the defense. 
The charges accused Helms 
of failing to give full and com­ 
plete answers when questioned 
on two occasions by the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
in 1973 about CIA activity in 
Chile in 1970. 
While Helms indicated then 
the CIA had not been involved, 
it was later revealed the CIA 
funded various individuals and 
groups in Chile in an effort to 
prevent election of the late 
Salvador Allende as president. 
Bell pointed out that Helms 
believed he was bound by his 
oath as CIA director and a con­ 
tract he signed on leaving the 
CIA. pledging he would never 
reveal any sensitive informa­ 
tion about operations of the 
defense agency.

Sturgis says he tried to 
help former informant 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Water­ 
gate burglar Frank Sturgis says 
he was trying to help, not hurt, 
a former CIA informant who 
claims Sturgis shot at Presi­ 
dent Kennedy the day of his as­ 
sassination in Dallas 
Marita Lorenz. Cuban Premi­ 
er Fidel Castro’s former lover, 
had Sturgis arrested Monday 
night on harassment charges as 
he entered her apartment 
Sturgis, who was security 
head of Castro’s air force, won 
release from jail Wednesday 
night on $10,000 bail raised by 
friends, but said he bore no 


malice for Miss Lorenz. 
“I have tried to help this 
young ladv whom I have known 
for a long tim e,” he said at a 
news conference arranged by 
his lawyer. 
“There are elements behind 
her that have pressed her to do 
w hat she had done 
I t ’s 
something I'd like to find out 
myself.” 
Miss Lorenz reportedly told 
the House C om m ittee on 
Investigation about Sturgis’ 
alleged link to the Kennedy as­ 
sassination and her role in a 
plot to kill Castro. 


Growers, Brown 
clash over ALRB 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A 
damaging rift has steadily 
widened between Gov Edmund 
G. Brown Jr and California 
agricultural interests since 
creation 
of 
the 
Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board, the new 
president of the state Board of 
Food and A griculture said 
Thursday. 
“Since Jerry Brown has been 
our governor, his influence in 
creating and getting through 
the Legislature the ALRB has 
resulted in some growers 
throughout the state appearing 
to be somewhat resentful,” said 
Herbert A Fleming, who Thurs­ 
day was named board president 
by Brown 
“ This has resulted in a 
polarization — the governor 
versus California agriculture. 
Unfortunately, this feeling has 
extended to other areas and has 
been detrimental to agriculture 
and the governor’s office.” 
Fleming, 55, a Democrat, 
was appointed to the board in 
1972 by Gov Ronald Reagan 
His term expired in January, 
but he had continued on the 15- 
member board pending his 
reappointment or replacement 
He said Brown understands 
the problems of agriculture and 
a need to bridge a gap between 
himself and California farmers 
“ The governor recognizes 


agriculture has very severe 
problems right now — the rules 
and regulations of the Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, the water 
problem, poor markets, govern­ 
m ent restrictio n s on the use of 
agricultural chemicals, Flem­ 
ing said 
“ He is aware California’s No. 
1 industry is agriculture and it’s 
not a good situation if we’re not 
communicating and resolving 
matters of agricultural con­ 
cern 
Among agriculture’s major 
problems, Fleming said, is the 
U S Interior Department’s con­ 
tention the 160-acre ownership 
limit for federally irrigated 
land applies to the Imperial 
Valley. 
He said Brown is listening to 
his advisers, “and when he has 
enough input and the timing is 
right, he will make some kind 
of statement” about the 160- 
acre ruling 
Fleming replaces as presi­ 
dent Lionel Steinberg, a grape 
grower from Thermal who 
asked to step down to devote 
more time to his business 
Steinberg said he will remain 
a member of the board, which 
advises the governor and state 
D epartm ent of Food and 
Agriculture, until his term ex­ 
pires in January 1979 He will 
have served 14 years. 


Sturgis said he first learned 
of her story from House Com­ 
mittee aide, A1 Gonzalez, who 
allegedly asked him to check it 
out. 
He said he came to New York 
Monday, however, at Miss 
Lorenz' request — and with 
plane tickets she bought — to 
talk to her about her story.

SEOUL. South Korea (UPI)

The Chosun Ilbo newspaper 
said under the proposal, Tong- 
sun Park would go to the em­ 
bassy to be asked whether he is 
w illing to face U.S. in ­ 
vestigators in a third country 
for full-scale questioning. 
Park allegedly was recruited 
by the Korean Central Intelli­ 
gence Agency to bribe and in­ 
fluence American congress­ 
men so they would vote on is­ 
sues favorable to South Korea. 
The newspaper said the new 
Seoul government stand was 
passed to the United States 
Monday to help settle the dis­ 
pute that has seriously strained 
relations between the two 
allies 
Without giving its source, the 
newspaper said under the new 
proposal South Korea would let 
the 41-year-old millionaire rice 
dealer step into the U.S Em­ 
bassy in downtown Seoul with 
Korean prosecutors 
Park would then say whether 
he wants to face American of­ 
ficials in a third country Park 
has been charged with 36 counts 
of bribery, corruption and mail 
fraud in the United States m 
c o n n e c tio n 
w ith 
th e 
“ Koreagate” scandal 


After Park’s intentions are 
known, the two countries then 
would discuss what further 


steps should be taken to end the 
controversy, the newspaper 
said. 
No details of the Korean 
proposal and the U.S response 
have been announced officially. 
American and Korean officials 
have imposed a tight news 
blackout on their negotiations 
over the issue 
After a meeting with U.S 
Ambassador Richard Sneider 
Thursday, Foreign Minister 
Park Tong-jin said he was en­ 
couraged by the American 
response to the new Korean 
proposal. 
Previous negotiations on in­ 


terviewing Tongsun Park broke 
down over the issue of where 
the interview should take place 
American officials insisted that 
the U.S Embassy in Seoul was 
the best choice, while South 
Korea stuck to a third location 
in Seoul having no relation to 
either country.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - It 
took 34 years and a bipartisan 
effort by women in Congress, 
but the 800 surviving members 
of the Women Airforce Service 
Pilots are about to qualify for 
veterans' benefits. 


The House Tuesday agreed 
with the Senate to extend the 
benefits to the women But a 
minor change in Senate lan­ 
guage by the House requires the 
measure to return to the Senate 
for final congressional approval 
before it goes to the White 
House 


The cam paign to extend 
coverage to the women pilots 
was led by Rep 
M argaret 
Heckler. R-Mass,, and joined 
by many of the 18 women 
members of the House 


The Pentagon has already 
said in writing to the House 
Veterans 
Affairs Committee 
that it supports extension of 
veterans benefits to the women 
pilots, who numbered more 
than 1.000 at the peak of the war 
years.

In any case, officials stress 
the trip will not be canceled, 
even if it must be postponed

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - The 
Brown administration’s $6 4 
billion, six-year highway pro­ 
gram won endorsement Thurs­ 
day from the lameduck state 
Highway Commission although 
it expressed some reservations 
about the plan. 
The reservations, detailed in 
a letter, were centered on the 
contention that the administra­ 
tion is not spending enough 
money on highways The com­ 
mission last year made the 
same charge but in much 
stronger terms 


The major point raised by the 
commission’s critical letter 
was that while the program was 
described as being level in 
money committed to highways 
during each of the six years, it 
represents a decline in actual 
construction because of infla­ 
tion 
‘‘In light of the revenue 


situation," the statement said, 
"the commission accepts the 
proposed spending level for the 
six-year period However, the 
commission is opposed to any 
additional deferral in spending 
of the existing (highway) fund 
surplus.” 
The commission will be 
replaced in a few months by a 
new California Transportation 
Commission 
The endorsement statement 
was adopted in a 4-0 vote with 
commissioner Jack Brito of San 
Jose absent 
The commission also in­ 
cluded a list of projects it would 
like the administration to con­ 
sider adding to the program in

The list includes completion 
of Interstate 15 in Southern 
California at an estimated cost 
of $224 million and Interstates 
580 and 980 in Alameda County, 
projected at $122 million 
Federal judge fights 
enemies' efforts 


SALT LA KE CITY (U P I) - 
In nearly three decades as a 
federal judge in Utah. Willis W 
Ritter has tilted at foes ranging 
from noisy elevators to the U S 
Senate 
At 78 he is the nation's oldest 
chief judge of a federal district 
court - a job his critics are 
determined to take away from 
him, and a job he is fighting just 
as hard to keep 
Ritter, who financed his 
education by working as a hard 
rock miner, was appointed to 
the bench in 1949 by President 
Truman and narrowly won con­ 
firmation in a bitter, yearlong 
Senate battle over his qualifica­ 
tions 
Not long after that, Ritter 
was annoyed by a noisy 
elevator in the post office down­ 
stairs from his courtroom and 
ordered the lift stopped while 
court was in session Mailmen 
complained they couldn’t get 
the mail out, so Ritter arrested 
25 of them and threatened to 
arrest “the entire Post Office 
Department, if necessary." 
TTie elevator was quieted 
Another time, Ritter freed 29 
Utah State Prison inmates 
because state lawyers failed to 
show up on time for a hearing 
And when a group of Indians 
sued the government, he 
awarded them nearly twice as 
much in damages as they had 
asked The award was overtur­ 
ned 
Crotchety and often rude on 
the bench, Ritter wastes no 
time on unprepared or in- 


competent lawvers, who are 
often embarrassed by a terse 
“ shut up and sit down ” 
Reporters turn notebook pages 
in his courtroom with exag­ 
gerated care to avoid making 
noise 
Ritter's supporters call him a 
champion of civil rights, In­ 
dians and young first offen­ 
ders; a brilliant jurist who will 
not tolerate pettiness, stalling 
or incompetence 
His critics say he is biased 
and downright unfair Recently, 
the attacks have increased He 
is now besieged by Congress, 
the legal profession, the Justice 
Department, the state of Utah 
and the press 
The Justice Department, in 
an unprecedented move, asked 
the 10th Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals last month to bar Ritter 
from hearing any cases involv­ 
ing the federal government, 
charging he is biased against 
government lawyers 
"He has become a law unto 
himself," said the 1,080-page 
petition 
“ He invents and 
follows his own rules ” 
The state attorney general’s 
office filed a similar petition 
regarding its own attorneys and 
the state bar association wants 
Congress to repeal a "grand- 
daddv clause” in a retirement 
law permitting Ritter to serve 
as chief judge beyond age 70. 
Ritter’s response last week 
was a sharp letter to the com­ 
mittee demanding the op­ 
portunity to tell his side of the 
story

He was indicted for the Los­ 
sman killings in 1976 after a 
dental expert reported a human 
bite found on Mrs Lossman’s 
breast was inflicted by him 
Macek had been arrested in 
an assault case in McHenry 
County in 1975 and. at the time. 


was considered a suspect in 
the Lossman slayings. Authori­ 
ties hoped to link him to the 
Lossman slaying through the 
bite mark But Macek jumped 
bail. When he was arrested in 
California and returned, all his 
teeth had been pulled 
Police tracked down the den­ 
tist who pulled Macek’s teeth 


and obtained dental records 
Dr. Lowell Levine, a Hunting­ 
ton. N.Y., forensic dentist, ex­ 
amined the bote on Mrs. Los­ 
sman’s body and built a model 
of the kind of teeth that had in­ 
flicted the wound 
He said a 
comparison of the model and 
Macek’s dental records showed 
Macek had inflicted the wound 


Levine, who was a defense 
witness in the Kandel case in 
neighboring DuPage County 
three years earlier, also said 
the bite on Mrs Lossman was 
identical to a found bite on Miss 
Kandel’s thigh 
He said both 
bites were inflicted by Macek 
and that Milone was wrongly

vehicle which 
sports the m essage “ E lectric 
Car Clean Power*’ on the front 
of the hood as well as on the 
trunk, was her first in a vehicle 
powered by electrical energy. 
Taking rides in “ something 
different” is becoming a birth­ 
day habit for the agile Miss 
Lyons 
Last year she was the 
recipient of a surprise 90th 
birthday gift in the form of a 
flight over the Santa Ynez 
Valley in a helicopter 
The 
journey in the helicopter was 
another first for Miss Lyons 
Thus the electric car joins a 
long list of modes of transporta­

During her lifetime she 
has ridden in planes, ships and 
while in the Middle and Far 
E a s t, am bled along atop 
camels and elephants.

flatcar on a Pacific Coast 
Railroad narrow gauge run 
from Port Harford (Avila) to 
Los Olivos 
Attired in a red slack suit 
which nearly matched the color 
of the Brand electric vehicle. 
Miss Lyons entered the car with 
ease 
Brand turned the switch 
and without a sound or exhaust 
fum es i f le ft the B ran d 
driveway for a tour of the 
Danish-American community. 
Upon returning to the Brand 
residence. Miss Lyons was as 
exuberant about her trip 
through Solvang in the con­ 
verted vehicle as she had been 
following her landing last vear 
after her helicopter ride over 
the valley 
Brand, a retired electrical 
engineer, began work in 1965 on 
projects of creating forms of 
transportation which could be 
battery-powered. 
At first he 
started with a bicycle, ad­ 
vanced to a motorcycle and 
later moved up to a Hillman 
car 
None proved too satisfac­ 
tory to him and so it was back 
to the drawing board 
He then hunted for another 
suitable vehicle and last May 
came across the 1965 Sunbeam 
Alpine sans a motor in a Lom­ 
poc junkyard 
Brand brought 
the car home and then set to 
work to remove various por­ 
tions of the car which were 
necessarv when it had an 
engine and operated on gas­ 
oline. 
The area under the hood 
became devoid of any of its 
original components 
The 
radiator and generator were 
removed, as were the gas tanks 
and mufflers 
The four-speed 
transmission was retained 
With the use of flexible coupl­ 
ing. a surplus aircraft motor 
generator, vintage World War 
II, was installed to take the 
place of the engine It was then 
fitted with six 36-volt batteries 
of the type used in golf cart or 
electric vehicles 
Two of the 
batteries are located behind the 
seat of the car and four are 
located in the former engine 
area 
Brand placed a built-in 
charger in the area which 
formerly provided space for the 
gas tank in the trunk area 
Brand says the energy in the 
six batteries when fully charge 
provide him with a driving 


radius of about 50 miles 
He 
says the car handles well in 
traffic, has what he described 
as “ tremendous torque.” and 
travels along the roads of the 
valley with ease at speeds of 
between 25 and 35 miles an 
hour. 
Top speed is about 40 
mph 
He estimates the cost of 
operation is about 2 to 2Mi cents 
a mile 
Thus far he has driven 
about 250 miles in the valley 
with the cost of overnight 
charging when necessary total­ 
ing between $5 and $6 since last 
July when he completed the 
conversion project. 
He said the answer to obtain­ 
ing a greater driving range is 
utilizing a lighter car 
“ Both 
the cars and batteries are too 
heavy.” he declared, in analyz­ 
ing the logistics in converting 
once-gasoline-powered cars to 
electric 
Following their jaunt about 
Solvang. Brand and Miss Lyons, 
who exclaimed that next vear. 
on her 92nd birthdav, her wish 
would be to ride in either a sub­ 
marine or a hot air balloon 
joined Mrs. Brand who was 
hostess at a birthday luncheon 
in Miss Lvons’ honor 
The birthdav celebration of 
Miss Lvons will continue Satur­ 
day when she will be feted by 
members of her family at a 
luncheon in the Sycam ore 
Room of the Alisal Ranch 
Miss Lyons was born in 
Ballard, a daughter of the late 
Judge and Mrs Samuel Lvons 
She attended the one-room 
Ballard School, later taught 
there and was a member of the 
faculty and principal of the 
Solvang Elementary School for 
manv vears

'I had quit my job as a 


reporter on the New York 
World to become an author - 
with a capital A - and for a 
while I went through a star­ 
vation period. I had met 
Alice, and she didn't have 
any money either. 
'One day I got a call from 
Liberty 
magazine, and 
I 
could tell from the way they 
talked that they wanted to 
buy one of my detective 
stories, and I should come 
uptown to their office But I 
didn't have five cents for the 
subway, so I went to see 
Alice, who had three 2-cent 
stamps 
At 
a 
stationery 
store I traded them for a 
nickel, went to Liberty, and 
sold the story for $500 ” He 
laughed at the memory, add­ 
ing: "My life has been a 
series of crises...’ 
And a scenic, sentimental 
and sprightly saga as well. 
Covington, Ky., was a real, 
little Southern town when 
baby Ben arrived there in 
1897 Steamboats still were 
plying T he River,* which 
meant the Ohio and the 
Mississippi, from Pittsburgh 
to New Orleans. 
He left there for Harvaid, 
and left Harvard for service 
in France with the U.S. 
Second Division in 1917. Flat 
on his back for a year and a 
half after stopping a Ger­ 
man shell fragment, he re­ 
turned 
to 
H arvard 
on 
crutches, graduating in 1920. 
‘It was after that, back in 
Covington, I was sitting on 
the Ohio river bank,' Bur­ 
man recalls, trying to de­ 
cide what to write about, and 
I saw this steamboat coming 
’round the bend. ’That’s it,’ I 
said to myself " 
Whereupon he went south 
on the Mississippi, becoming 
pilot for the captain of the 


last packet. Out of those 
years

'Steam boat 
Round the Bend,' 'Blow for 
a Landing,* 'Big River to 
Cross" 
and 
other 
river 
books. 
It wasn’t instant success; 
far from it. The young writer 
worked for the New York 
World, later wrote continued 
stories (an episode a day) 
for Newspaper Enterprise 
Association. His wife also 
worked for NEA as an artist. 
In 1926, while he was with 
NEA, Pictorial Review ran 
one of his river stories to see 
if the public liked it. The 
public did, and he sold the 
magazine $8,000 worth. In 
1933, when he and Alice were 
living on lentils (their for­ 
tunes were down again), 
director John Ford and ac­ 
tor Will Rogers read and 
liked "Steamboat Round the 
Bend," which they made into 
a highly successful movie. 
They offered Burman either 
$10,000 cash or a percentage. 
'I’m tired of living on len­ 
tils; give me the cash," he 
told them.

Some Wild West notables 
departed with a whimper 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The Wild West died hard, but 
not alw ays as projected in 
folklore 
Some of the outlaws of this 
segment of our history died at 
the end of a rope Some died in 
shootouts 
But a surprising 
number took their own lives 
Butch Cassidy, Kid Curry and 
Jim Younger all comm itted 
suicide and Jesse Jam es once 
atte m p ted it. according to 
western historian James D 
Horan 
These statem ents are made 
in Horan’s latest book, “The 
Authentic Wild West — The 
Outlaws," just published by 
Crown Publishers of New York 
($12 95). 
The author traces many of 
the western outlaws and tells 
their tales through eyewitnes­ 
ses and accounts by the outlaws 
themselves. 
Jesse Jam es’ reputation was 
made by John N Edwards, a 
Virgtnia-born Missouri news­ 
paperman. who compared Jes­ 
se and his men to 
“King 
A rthur’s Knights of the Round 


Table’’ and started a public 
fund for his widow and their 
children 
Edwards became outraged 
when another newspaper start­ 
ed a like fund for the widow of 
an unarmed train conductor 
shot in the back by Jesse, says 
Horan 
Edwards protested that the 
Jam es brothers had been 
termed robbers and killers by a 
press "that will sell its soul for 
a sensation " 
In 1897 the "paunchy, aging 
outlaw Frank James" had some 
pungent advice for would-be 
lawbreakers when he revisited 
the battlefield of Centralia. 
scene in 1864 of sp irited 
guerrilla action 
"If you ever want to pick a 
company to do desperate work 
or to lead a forlorn hope, select 
young men from 17 to 21 years 
old They will go anywhere in 
the world you will lead them 
He ended a lengthy interview 
on his illegal career with advice 
that might well have come 
from another resident of the 
area — Carrie Nation

21 CETA jobs approved in county; 
counselor to aid Indians at FCI 


Santa Barbara County super­ 
visors gave their blessing this 
week to expenditure of about 
$318.000 in federal funding to 
provide 21 CETA jobs in North 
County areas, including one 
position for a counselor in a 
pre-release program involving 
more than a score of Indians at 
the Federal Correctional In­ 
stitution, near Lompoc. 
The supervisors in an 11th 
hour decision also approved the 
appeal of William R. Orrick, 
general director, Santa Maria 
Valley Young Men’s Christian 
Association, to provide for a 
program director for the 
organization. The CETA Plann­ 
ing Council had turned down the 
request. 
To make room for the YMCA 
slot, the board had deleted one 
of 10 slots set up for firebreak 
work by the County F ire 
D epartm ent in the North 
County. 
CETA Director Harvey Cle­ 
ment told the board the Indian 
counselor would be recruited 
from the Santa Maria area as 
there “was a slot left in Santa 
Maria and none in Lompoc’’ 
when the $10.522 project was 
approved. 
The FCI pre-release project 
received a good rating, Clement 
said, b ecau se the council 
"heard from the Indian popula­ 


tion and representatives of the 
FCI on the peculiar problems of 
the Indian population in the in­ 
stitution” 
"How many Indians are there 
at the FCI?'’ asked Supervisor 
David Yager. 
"About 25 to 30," responded 
Clement. 
The recommendations for 
projects funding were under Ti­ 
tle VI of CETA 
Orrick, in appealing the coun­ 
cil decision, said his organiza­ 
tion was desirous of getting 
CETA funding for a program 
director in order to provide 
training for a year, and to take 
over the funding itself after the 
first-year period.

His marriage of a typewriter 
keyboard to an organ-like 
device enables just about 
anyone to play a recognizable 
song at first sitting. 
A touch-typist becomes a vir­ 
tuoso. 
"If you can type, you can 
play,” Carmichael said 
It may be the perfect instru­ 
ment for would-be musicians 
with songs in their hearts but 
blocks in their heads when it 
com es to reading m usical 
notes 
Carmichael calls it MACKS 
— M usical Alphabet Code 
Keyboard System. 
His prototype is housed in a 
portable sewing machine case 


he bought from the Salvation 
Arm y. 
A 
10-inch speaker 
produces the music from one 
end. 
An ordinary typewriter key­ 
board fixed to a sloping side is 
wired to an organ oscillator 
board inside. Only the numerals 
and 26 letters are wired The 
operator cannot backspace if a 
wrong note is hit. 


Carmichael developed a code 
to w rite sh ee t m usic for 
MACKS, providing a letter or 
number equivalent for each 
note in a range of three 
chromatic octaves. On his sheet 
music "F-W-O-W” are the first 
four n o te s of “ Amazing 
Grace.” 


Most of the songs he has en­ 
coded so far contain only lead 
notes.

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Reliance on coal could cause disaster 


C O RVALLIS, Ore. (UPI) - 
America’s search for energy in­ 
dependence through reliance on 
coal and other fossil fuels could 
lead to a major environmental 
disaster, an Oregon Statp 
University scientist claims. 
“ It is possible that the use of 
fossil fueis — coal, gas, oil — 
will become the new environ­ 
mental crisis and we may have 
to take steps to cut their use,” 
said W. Lawrence Gates, direc­ 
tor of O SU’s Climatic Research 
Institute. 
“ Every time we burn fossil 
fu els, 
carbon dioxide is 
released into the atmosphere 
and this tends to cause war­ 
ming.” 
Carbon dioxide interferes 
with the radiation balance of 
the atmosphere. Gates ex­ 


plained. 
Normally, 
incoming 
radiant energy from the sun is 
balanced by outgoing energy 
emitted from the land and 
oceans. 
But carbon dioxide traps 
some of the outgoing energy, 
and the atmosphere must in­ 
crease its temperature to over­ 
come this energy absorption 
and reach a new balance. 
Gates works with complex 
m athem atical 
formulas to 
simulate the climate. Variables 
are introduced and a high-speed 
computer is used to predict a 
possible future climate. 
“ There are various projec­ 
tions into the future of this 
carbon dioxide concentration, 
depending upon how rapidly we 
proceed to consume the availa­ 
ble fossil fuels. Aimost all of 


them, however, by early in the 
next century, project a doubling 
of the carbon dioxide concen­ 
tration.” 
Gates said chemically that 
would be a minor development, 
but the “ greenhouse effect” 
created by the carbon dioxide 
could have a major impact on 
the environment. 
Some of the carbon dioxide 
would be removed by plant life, 
Gates said, but he noted that 
some scientists believe there is 
an annual decline in the amount 
of vegetation worldwide. The 
oceans absorb more of the 
odorless, invisible gas, but 
Gates said the surface layers 
are already saturated and it 
will be hundreds of years before 
the carbon dioxide is mixed into 
lower levels of the ocean and 


eventually absorbed by sea 
animals. 
How much of an increase in 
the earth’s mean temperature 
would result from the burning 
of fossil fuels is open to debate, 
but conservative estimates are 
2 to 5 degrees Fahrenheit, 
Gates said. “ And that is a very 
large temperature change.” 
He said if most of America’s 
energy base were converted to 
coal, “ we’ll more than double 
the carbon dioxide levels in the 
atmosphere. And if we were to 
exhaust all of the sources of fos­ 
sil fuel then we would increase 
the level of carbon dioxide by a 


factor of six or eight. 
“ This would cause a climatic 
catastrophe because the tem­ 
peratures would go up about 10 
degrees Celsius (18 degrees 
Farhenheit) which is incredibly 
larger than anything ever 
observed.” 
As a comparison, Gates noted 
that the difference between the 
Northern Hemisphere tempera­ 
ture now and what it was at the 
height of the Ice Age some 
18.000 years ago was only about 
5 degrees Celsius. 
“ So if we re toying around 
with a few degrees Celsius, 
perhaps up to 10, depending 


upon our consumption strategy, 
it would have an enormous ef­ 
fect.” 
T e m p e r a tu r e s 
w o u ld 
probably rise sufficiently in the 
h ig h e r 
la titu d e s 
th a t 
agriculture 
might 
become 
feasible in northern Canada and 
Siberia, he said 
Conversely, crops in Ameri­ 
ca's Midwest have been atuned 
to the climate of the last 30 to 50 
years, he said, “ so as it got sub­ 
stantially warmer some crops 
would fail and others would be 
less suitable.” 
Gates said a temperature rise 
that would affect the land use in 


Canada and Siberia might also 
melt the polar ice pack. 
The ice pack is a layer of sea 
ice about nine feet thick cover­ 
ing the Arctic Ocean. Although 
its melting would not affect 
ocean levels because it is 
floating, it would open new 
commercial navigation routes 
across the Arctic Ocean The 
extra moisture in the atmos­ 
phere would also change the 
climate all around the edges of 
the Arctic, he said. 
Gates is optimistic that any 
major environmental catas­ 
trophe can be avoided because 
of the quick response by 


governments to the earlier 
threats to the ozone layer of th$ 
atmosphere posed by fluorocar- 
bon sprays and the supersonic 
transport 
But he believes it is im ­ 
perative for the United States 
to work on development of fu­ 
sion power and alternative 
energy systems that would 
meet the many small or local 
power demands, rather than de­ 
pend on fossil fuels. 
"The energy crisis alone is 
going to force us to think in 
terms of decades and centuries, 
and climate is going to be a fac­ 
tor.”

Tipping is fact of life 
for traveling Americans

“ Oh, those waving palms,” 
said my neighbor when I asked 
about his impressions of his 
first trip to Europe. 
“ Waving palm trees — in 
Europe?” I said in surprise 
"N ot palm trees — the wav­ 
ing palms of waiters, taxi 
drivers, doormen, porters, 
chambermaids, 
concierges, 
etc., etc., ad nauseum,” he 
replied. “ Even when service 
charges were included, we still 
were expected to tip. and I got 
some dirty looks and angry 
murmurs when I didn’t.” 
It’s sad but true — tipping, 
like death and taxes, is very 
m uch a fa ct of life for 
Americans traveling at home or 
abroad 
And tips can add up to a 
mighty tidy sum — travelers 
should budget at least 20 per­ 
cent of their travel funds for 
crossing all those waving palms 
with silver or whatever. 
No one knows for sure how it 
started The most popular ver­ 
sion is that it began in 18th cen­ 
tury London pubs when waiters 
set up bowls marked “ To Insure 
Prompt Service,” the first let­ 
ters of which became the word 
tips 
Regardless of when, where or 
why it originated, the practice 
spread across the world. It 
became pourboire in French, 
trinkgelt in German, propina in 
Spanish, bakeesh in Arabic and

WASHINGTON (U P I) - A 
federal regulatory agency is 
ready to inquire into what could 
become known as the Great 
Skateboard Controversy. 
The International Trade Com­ 
mission was expected to vote 
today to investigate a patent in­ 
fringement complaint filed by a 
Los Angeles, Calif , skateboard 
m agn ate named R ic h a rd 
Stevenson 
Stevenson has been awarded 
a federal patent on what is 
known among skateboarders as 
the “ kick tail” , the curved 
rear-end of the skateboard's 
fiberglass platform that allows 
riders to perform stunts and 
make 180-degree turns on a 
dime. 
The problem, according to 
Stevenson’s formal complaint, 
is that other domestic and 
foreign skateboard manufactur­ 
ers also use the kick tail on 
their boards and that costs him 
monev 


The financial stakes are 
mind-boggling 
Industry spokesmen say 20 
m illion Am ericans own 61 
million skateboards This com­ 
pares with 500.000 skateboard 
owners in 1973, when the fad 
returned to vogue with the ad­ 
vent of polyurethane wheels 
and other modernizations 


There are currently 
150 
skateboard parks in the United 
States, an explosion when com­ 
pared with the “ handful’’ 
operating in 1976. a spokesman 
said 
By the end of 1978 skate­ 
boarding is expected to ap­ 
proach the $2 billion mark in an­ 
nual sales of boards and related 
equipment such as knee pads 
and helmets 
Both industry-supplied esti­ 
mates are higher than govern­ 
ment statistics, which show 14 
million people currently owning 
skateboards, and say the in­ 
dustry will have sales of about 
1500 million this year and $1 
billion in 1978 


Stevenson, a former partner 
in California surfboard and 
sailboat ventures, filed a com­ 
plaint with the International 
Trade Commission asking that 
foreign-made skateboards from 
Taiwan. Mexico and Honduras 
that utilize the kick tail be ban­ 
ned from this country. 


Currently, about 5 percent of 
the skateboards sold in the 
United States are imported 
Stevenson has also filed a 
lawsuit in federal court seeking 
to block six domestic manufac­ 
turers from using his kick tail. 


Donald Dinan, an ITC attor­ 
ney who is h eadin g the 
skateboard probe, said there is 
little doubt of the implications 


cumshaw in Chinese, among 
others. 
But no m atter what it is

Tipping is expected 
whether the service is prompt 
or slow, good or bad 
There are no hard-and-fast 
rules, so Americans abroad 
frequently overtip or undertip, 
particularly when unfamiliar 
with local custom and curren­ 
cy Compounding the problem 
are the almost daily fluctua­ 
tions in the rate of exchange 
between the U S 
dollar and 
other currencies 
But a good rule-of-thumb 
when in doubt is for the 
American to tip as at home ( 15 
to 20 percent). keeping in mind, 
however, local practices which 
often differ from country to 
country and sometimes within 
the same country. 
National tourist offices can 
provide tips on tipping, as can 
travel agents and updated guide 
books. You can also buy packets 
of foreign currencies from 
banks and international money 
dealers which include informa­ 
tion 
At any rate here are some 
general tips which might prove 
helpful: 
In Europe, 
m ost 
hotels, 
restaurants, etc., usually add a 
service charge ranging from 10 
to 20 percent of the bill (by law 
in Switzerland) But additional 
gratuities still are expected by 
service personnel. The con­ 
cierge should be tipped for 
special services; in France he 
expects at least 10 francs 
(about $2i a week even If no ex­ 
tra services are performed 
D on’t be a fra id to ask 
whether service charges have 
been included before paying the 
bill. If not. tip between 15 and 20 
percent 
Taxicab drivers generally are 
tipped from 10 to 15 percent of 
the meter — a little more if he 
helps with the luggage but not if 
there is an extra charge for the 
bags 
If there are no set 
charges, tip porters at airports 
and railway stations the equiva­ 
lent of 25 to 50 cents per bag. 
depending on the number and 
weight of the load 
Hotel bellhops and baggage 
porters should be tipped (in 
Portugal it is about 10 cents per 
bag in West Germany about 45 
cents per bag), as should 


chambermaids (about 30 cents 
per day in Austria and about 
$2 80 per week in G reece), 
doormen (about 20 cents in Bri- 
t a i n 
a n d 
40 
c e n t s 
in 
Switzerland) for calling a cab 
or other service 
Attendants in checkroom s 
and w ashrooms and theater 
ushers in most European cities 
are tipped — generally small 
change — if there is no fixed 
charge. Barbers and hairdress­ 
ers expect from 10 to 15 percent 
of the bill (up to 20 percent in 
London and Paris). 
Tipping is forbidden or of­ 
ficially frowned on in the Soviet 
Union and some East European 
countries. But travelers report 
small gratuities and "g ifts” are 
accepted by waiters and others 
—and in some instances, ex­ 
pected from western visitors. 
In the F ar E ast, where the 
p r a c t i c e 
is 
s t i l l 
not as 
widespread as in the west, 
hotels and restaurants often in­ 
clude service charges 
Other­ 
wise. tip from 10 to 15 percent 
No extra tipping usually is ex­ 
pected if service charges are in­ 
cluded And cab drivers in some 
cities, includiing Tokyo, do not 
have to be tipped — it is op­ 
tional and I have had tips 
refused In Hong Kong, howe­ 
ver. cabbies expect at least 10 
percent of the fare 
In Latin America and the 
Caribbean, tipping is expected 
even when service charges are 
included 
Taxi 
drivers and 
others also expect tips 
Service personnel on cruise 
ships and long-distance trains 
should be tipped, as should 
drivers and guides on tour 
buses But never tip cabin at­ 
t e n d a n t s 
or 
o t h e r 
c r e w 
members on planes.

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Canadian mounties blasted for abuses

In 
1880, a Canadian law en­ 
forcement officer set out 
across the northern tundra, 
traveling in the dead of 
winter, sleeping on ice, bat­ 
tling animals, to vaccinate 
helpless Eskimos during a 
killing smallpox epidemic. 
Naturally he was a Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police­ 
man. 
For more than a century 
the 
Mounties 
have 
been 
doing legendary duty in the 
staggering expanse of the 
Dominion. From Halifax to 
Melville Island they have 
made the Stetson hat and 
Sam Browne belt as much a 
part of the north as fiddle- 
heads and maple leafs. They 
may be the best cops in the 
wdtid. 
But, as if Rose Marie 
turned tricks on the side, 
there is apparently another 
part to the RC M P. If heated 
complaints from both the 
public and private sectors of 
Canada are accurate, the 
Mounties have been break­ 
ing as well as enforcing the 
law 
A Royal Commission 
here is now looking into the 
arguments. 


The charges against the 
Mounties are anything but 
petty As have its CIA and 
F B I 
counterparts 
in 
the 
U.S., the R C M P is accused 
of burglary, bugging and 


bad conduct. Worse, mem­ 
bers of Canada’s parliament 
say the Mounties keep secret 
files on government leaders 
for 
purposes 
of 
political 
insurance. 
Elm er M acKay, a Tory 
M.P., says the R C M P con­ 
ducts so many illegal wire­ 
taps of citizens that their 
cost has sometimes had to 
be hidden in officers’ ex­ 
pense accounts. The Moun­ 
ties admit to having initiated 
1,912 wiretaps in the decade 
from 1963 to 1973, or an 
average of one new tap 
every other day 
Ed 
Brodbent, 
another 
M.P., and leader of the New 
Democratic Party, says he 
has learned that the R C M P 
has compiled files on many 
officials, himself included. 
But when he asked for copies 
of the material in his file, he 
was turned down. Says a 
Brodbent aide: 'It ’s abso­ 
lutely disgusting.' 


As tor Mountie harrass- 
ment, critics say it knows no 
bounds. 
Canadian 
Prim e 
Minister Pierre Trudeau has 
suggested «he R C M P has 
used dirty tricks to 'destroy 
my reputation." Also, the 
attorney general of Alberta 
has had to apologize for a 
senseless Mountie political 
investigation in his prov­ 
ince. 
And the worst may be yet 


to 
com e. 
G o v e rn m en t 
sources hint darkly that the 
RCM P has become almost a 


state within a state, "secre­ 
tive, intolerant and, in many 
things, accountable only to 
itself.' Says the Brodbent 
aide: 
'They are not just 
police, you know; they are 


paramilitary and all power­ 
ful.' 


Indeed, the Mounties are 
not just cops. They were 
established 104 years ago as 
a force of modern knights. 


Members are F B I agents, 
CIA operatives, and Kojak 
detectives all in one. They 


chase spies as well as ban­ 
dits, they are into espionage 
as much as traffic duty, they 
are the sentries for 'national 
security.' 
Given 
these 
awesome 
responsibilities, critics say 
its small wonder the R C M P 
goes astray. Jack Ramsey, a 
one time corporal who quit 
the 
force 
to 
expose 
its 
excesses, says Mounties are 
trained 
to 
be supermen, 
super tough, super wise, 
super good, hence they are 
isolated 
behind 
the 
unit 
cause and power. 


Ramsey says the R C M P 
trainee’s mind and charac­ 
ter are reshaped to meet 
singular Mountie standards. 
In six months training, two 
longer than it takes to be­ 
come a U.S. Marine, R am ­ 
sey 
says 
everything 
is 
purged from the trainee ex­ 
cept obedience and disci­ 
pline. The end result is a 
near robot. 
The rigidity is carried on 
into the field, says Ram sey 
and others. Conformity is 
always insisted upon. Or­ 
ders must be obeyed without 
question. Ramsey tells of 
one Mountie who was dis­ 
respectful to a superior, and 
was buried in a sandhill as a 
target for cow dung tossed 
by his fellow constables. 
In recent years some force 
punishments 
have 
been 


relaxed. R C M P headquar­ 
ters in Ottawa says horse 
troughing (dipping a man in 
ice water) is no longer per­ 
mitted. But rule infractions 
continue to be major crimes 
in the organization; a R C M P 
spokesman says they can 
lead to up to a year in prison. 
Ramsey 
says 
Mounties 
will often go to great lengths 
to avoid the intraforce pun­ 
ishment. They may obey 
illegal orders, for example. 
Or cover up errors or illegal­ 
ities of their own. This fear 
of the code, says Ramsey, is 
one of the reasons otherwise 
honorable men can be led to 
do dishonorable acts. 
The full nature of the 
R C M P’s dishonorable acts 
probably won’t be known 
here until next year. That’s 
when the report of the royal 
inquiry is expected to be 
published. If necessary, the 
report is expected to make 
recommendations for curb­ 
ing the RC M P. It would be a 
major humiliation for the 
proud force. 
M eantim e, 
C anadians

V-8 engine 
may be doomed 


N EW YORK (U P I) — Pronouncements in Detroit that the V-8 
automobile engine is doomed to extinction may also mean that the 
gasoline inboard marine engine is doomed 
Small inboard engines have been unable to compete successfully 
with the outboard motor for some years now, but the V-8 still is in 
demand for speedboats, sea skiffs, club launches and other small 
workboats. cabin cruisers and smaller sport fishermen 
But the blocks for these engines all are cast from molds made 
for auto engines, and if Detroit stops making the molds and casting 
the blocks, the manufacturers of inboard gas engines will be out of 
business in time since they are not big enough to support their own 
foundry operations They can get blocks from truck manufac­ 
turers for a while, but the truck builders are shifting increasingly 
to diesel engines, which are quite different In Italy, where gas­ 
oline is very expensive, even the outboard motormakers are turn­ 
ing to diesel models 
The American marine inboard engine builders will be forced to 
turn almost entirely to diesels if Detroit abandons the V-8, and that 
means yachtsmen sooner or later will have to repower with 
diesels, which cost about twice as much as gasoline engines But 
the diesel lasts two and a half to four times as long as a gas engine, 
is a lot cheaper to operate and much easier to maintain once the 
boat owner has learned its mysteries. 
More importantly, the diesel is about 10 times as safe as a gas 
engine because of the low volatility of its fuel and because it has no 
electric ignition It may have glow plugs for faster starting, but the 
luice for these can be supplied by a little magneto, so the diesel can 
be completely independent of batteries and generators Small 
diesels can be cranked by hand The middle-sized ones usually are 
started electrically but don't have to be. they can be started by 
forcing compressed air into the cylinders and the air compressor 
can be turned by a small hand-cranked auxiliary engine 
Diesel engines don’t compress a mixture of air and fuel like the 
gasoline engine, they compress only air Then fuel is sprayed into 
the cylinders and ignited by the heat of compression 
Diesels are made all over the world in sizes from under five 
horsepower to several thousand horsepower Some are so big a 
man can climb inside one of the cylinders and stand on the piston 
top On the other hand. 600-horsepower is about the limit for a gas­ 
oline engine For some strange reason, diesel manufacturers rate 
horsepower quite differently from the method used by gas engine 
builder'- Consequently a diesel six rated at 120 hp easily will do the 
work of a gasoline V-8 rated at 200 hp

Woodstock fans seek festival field 


WOODSTOCK. N Y (UPI) - 
W oodstock N ation was a 
cultural phenomenon born in 
the mud in 1969 It was sup­ 
posed to mean peace, hap­ 
piness. freedom and no more 
war in Vietnam 


Woodstock Nation never ex­ 
isted except in peoples’ minds, 
and the concept was embodied 
in the first major open-air rock 
festival that drew 500,000 
persons to a field in Sullivan 
County, 75 miles away from the 
town of Woodstock, not far 
from Kingston in Ulster County 
on the Hudson River 


The field where Woodstock 
happened — shocking and thrill­ 
ing those who read about it and 
saw it on television and giving 
those who were there a thrill of 
being part of history — is still 
just a rural field in the town of 
Bethel 


Max Yasgur, who owned the 
farm where the concert was 
held and who was made famous 
in Jom Mitchell’s song celebrat­ 
ing it. died in February 1973 
His family tried to give the field 
for a town park and was turned

Bethel and numerous 
other small communities in the 
state passed ordinances to 
make it nearly impossible to 
hold Woodstock-tvpe festivals 
again 
But in the village of Wood- 
stock itself, where folksong 
legend Bob Dylan once sat 
recuperating from a motorcy­ 
cle accident, people still come 
searching for whatever the 
mystery was that made the 
magic concert a byword of 
much of young 
A m erica’s 
culture in the early 70s 
“ They’re looking for the 
field.’’ one local resident says 
“ They don’t understand and you 
can't convince them.’’ 
Woodstock has long been an 
artists’ community. It was in 
the 1920s But since the music 
bash that took its name from 
the place where it was supposed 
to have been held, jewelry, 
leatherworking. 
painting and 
metalsmithmg have become big 
businesses in the village Shops 
line the short mam street and a 
couple of side ones that shortly 
trail off into roads into the sur­ 
rounding Catskill Mountains. 


The normal population of the 
community is about 5.000. Dur­ 
ing the summer months that 
figure triples at least, and year- 
round residents head for cover 
They give up on the idea of 
parking in the village itself and 
shopping is best done during the 
week because all stores are 
crowded on weekends 
Valerie Cadden is Woodstock 
town supervisor, and she says 
things lately aren't quite as bad 
as they once were, although 
there are still those who come 
and hang about the tiny village 
green 
“ We did have a lot of people 
coming down until last year,' 
Ms Cadden said, “ but we don’t 


have as many anymore.“* 
She said “ word finally got out 
that the festival wasn’t here,” 
so some of the wanderers have 
stayed away 


Nevertheless, one woman 
whose daughter worked in a 
local cafe — and the village has 
several — said she heard 
numerous stories of people 
from as far away as Europe 
asking as they paid their checks 
where “ the field’’ was. 


The community encountered 
one very real problem brought 
on by those seeking the illusory 
Woodstock Nation — welfare 
A number of young people 
seeking 
something 
special 
came to the community, which 
has almost no jobs to offer, and 
promptly went onto the welfare 
rolls, which in Ulster County 
are partly supported by the 
towns 


“ Everybody wanted to come 
down here and ‘find themsel­ 
ves,” ' Ms. Cadden said, "but 
they have realized we’re not go­ 
ing to support them " 
Officials estimated that at 
one point the town’s normal 
welfare roll of one or two cases 
had swelled to about 90 a year 
“ That may not sound like 
much, but it’s a lot for us.” one 
observer of the local scene said 
The businessmen in the 
village say they’re happy with 
the boom Regardless of whe­ 
ther it’s declined in recent 
months, people still come to 
Woodstock for its crafts and its 
playhouse 


The local people aren’t so 
sure — "There’s not the peace 
and quiet there was," one said 
— but they've accepted the new 
role and adjusted to it. 


A number of known rock and 
folk musicians like Paul Butter­ 
field still come to the area to 
use a large recording studio 
recently built there. As for 
Woodstock 
Nation, 
however, 
Vietnam is behind us. Richard 
Nixon is no longer president 
and the people who frolicked in 
the mud for one August 
weekend and showed the world 
a spirit that had been growing j 
under its nose are older

Eagles aren't doormat anymore

Traditionally, the Arroyo Grande 
Eagles have always been the Northern 
League doormat. In recent years, the big 
powerful NL teams, Lompoc. Cabrillo, 
and Santa Maria, could always pencil in 
a win over the Eagles before the season 
even started 
This year a few Northern League 
team s penciled a win over Arroyo 
Grande a bit too soon. 
The Eagles beat Santa Maria 2-0, 
Cabrillo had to come from behind in the 
fourth quarter to win 16-7, and last week 
Arroyo wiped out Righetti 40-0 
The Eagles are for real this year, but 
are thev real enough to beat the Lompoc 
B n u es when the two teams meet tonight 
^t S at Huyck Stadium? 
rtv Rraves were rated No. I in the 
»ixm tsw l iters poll for the Northwestern 


Conference, a position they’ve held since 
the season started seven weeks ago. 
They are also rated seventh in the Los 
Angeles Tim es poll, which includes 
every team in the CIF Southern Section. 
“It would be a challenge for any team 
to try to beat us, especially this far along 
in our season, having accomplished what 
we’ve accomplished against who we 
have played,” says Lompoc coach Mike 
Warren. “ It’s going to take a real 
mature team not to let down after what 
we’ve done." 
Arroyo Grande combines a tough 
defense (they’ve shut out four of their 
last five opponents), with a well- 
balanced. speedy offense. 
Their 44 defense is not too common, 
but Warren is not unfamiliar with it. 
Prior to coming to Lompoc, he used it at 
Carpinteria 
“It’s tough to run up the middle 
against it," cautions Warren, “ but with 


only three men deep, it’s very suscepti­ 
ble to the play action pass and the op­ 
tion.” 
Despite the disadvantage of running up 
the middle against the 44, Warren in­ 
dicated that he would experiment in that 
area. Pat Fridrich, with 1,089 yards un­ 
der his belt, isn’t the best running back in 
the conference for nothing. 
“We plan to make adjustments in our 
offense, but not concessions,” Warren 
firmly states “It Will be a good oppor­ 
tunity to throw the ball more and run our 
option plays.” 
The Eagles offense, Warren reports, is 
greatly improved over last year’s, and 
sports one of the best offensive lines in 
the Northern League. They specialize in 
ball control, running just basic plays, ac­ 
cording to Warren. 
A win tonight would clinch Lompoc at 
least a tie for the Northern League title 
and a trip to the CIF playoffs. 


The Braves are used to going to the 
playoffs nearly every year. But for 
Arroyo Grande, a win would nearly 
guarantee them a berth also, something 
the Eagles have never accomplished in 
the seven-year history of the Northern 
League.

Toronto gets rights 
to Bostock in draft 


NEW YORK (UPI) - In a plush set­ 
ting apropos of the riches being sought 
by baseball’s free agents, the Toronto 
Blue Jays opened the second annual re­ 
entry draft todav bv selecting negotia­ 
tion rights to Lyman Bostock of the Min­ 
nesota Twins 
The expansion Blue Jays, the worst 
team in the majors last year, will now 
enter into a price war with 13 other 
clubs, including the Twins, to sign 
Bostock 
Bostock hit 
336 last season 
with 14 home runs and 90 runs batted in 
Bostock also was selected by the 
Oakland A s and the New York Mets on 
the third and fourth picks. Atlanta, 
which selected second, went for Mike 
Torrez of the New York Yankees, a 17- 
game winner, and the San Diego Padres, 
selecting sixth, also tabbed Torrez. 
Seattle, obviously not wishing to spend 
a lot of money for one of the “blue chip’ 
free agents, used its first-round choice to 
take George “Doc“ Medich of the New 
York Mets Medich pitched most of last 
season with the Oakland A s and posted a 
12-6 record with a 4 55 ERA 
Medich was also selected by the 
Detroit Tigers, but the most popular 
name on the first round turned out to be 
Bostock 
The left-handed hitting Twins out­ 
fielder was selected eight times in the 
first 
round 
In addition to Toronto. 
Oakland and the New York Mets, 
California, the Chicago White Sox, 
T exas, 
Pittsburgh 
and 
Baltim ore 
selected negotiation rights for the Twins 
outfielder 
Bostock s teammate. Larry Hisle, was 
chosen four times on the first round. 
Milwaukee. San Francisco, the Chicago 
Cubs and St Louis all chose the 30-year 
old outfielder, who led the American 
League in RBI with 119 and hit 28 
homers 
Torrez, a two-game winner in the 
World Series, also was taken four times 
on the first round In addition to Atlanta 
and San Diego, Torrez was taken by 
Boston and Kansas City Torrez turned 
down a $15 million offer from the 
Yankees earlier this week but he had not 
given up hope of returning to the world 
champions next season 
The high price tags presumably sought 
by outfielder Richie Zisk and relief 
pitcher Rich Gossage chased many 
owners away from those two all-stars in 
the first round The only team to take 
Gossage. who is seeking a $2 7 million 
contract, was the Yankees The Yankees 
3helled out nearly $6 million last year to 
sign free agents Reggie Jackson and Don 
Gullett 
Zisk, represented by super-agent Jerry 
Kapstein, also is seeking a multimillion 


dollar contract and was taken only by 
Cleveland on the first round Zisk hit 30 
homers and drove in 101 runs with the 
White Sox last year but had balked at 
owner Bill Veeck’s latest offer 


Like the song says, “Ah, with a little 
help from my friends...”

A year of only average production because of dry weather 
conditions portends fair prospects for hunter success with 
the opening Saturday of California’s fall turkey season. 


The Department of Fish and Game, assessing reports 
from the field, said that turkey populations are holding their 
own despite only fair reproduction last season. 


Most promising among the 34 counties in which the big 
wily birds will be fair game come sunrise Saturday are 
Tehama, Shasta, Butte, El Dorado, Calaveras, Tuolumne, 
Yuba, Nevada and San Luis Obispo. 
Again this year, shooting hours will begin at sunrise, 
rather than a half hour before sunrise, to give birds a chance 
to leave the roost, and will close one-half hour after sunset.

It's also time to go clamming, and musseling. too, if you 
have a mind to. 
The first good minus tides of the season begin Wednesday 
and continue over the next few months at a rate of two series 
of minus tides per month This is the time when both clamm­ 
ing and musseling are at their best. 
Eric Knaggs, marine biologist for the Department of Fish 
and Game in Long Beach, called attention to the fact that a 
statewide Department of Health quarantine on the take of 
mussels for eating was to be lifted on Nov. 1. The quarantine, 
in effect each vear from May 1 through Oct 31, is in that 
period of the year when a species of dinoflagellate, 
Gonyaulax catenella, can be eaten by mussels and their flesh 
can become poisonous to humans 
Clams can be eaten the year around, Knaggs said, but one 
should be careful to clean out the dark meat, especially dur­ 
ing the summer months 
The California coastline offers a wide variety of clams, 
from the Pismo clams off the broad sandy beaches from 
Morro Bay south to littlenecks. usually taken in tidal-washed 
cobble areas 
In general, all clammers 16 years of age or older must 
have a valid fishing license, which can be obtained for $4 
wherever fishing equipment is sold Also, clammers must 
carrv a reliable measuring device if taking clam s covered by 
size limits 
There is no size limit on mussels, but there is a quantity 
limit of 25 pounds (in the shell) of California sea mussel and 
bay mussel in combination And of course you must have 
that fishing license Your clam recipes can be used for mus- 
| sels

A fine job is being done by the National 
I n s titu te on A lcohol A buse and 
Alcoholism in getting the m essage 
across that alcoholism 
is. indeed, a disease 
We now learn that 
they will be assisted in 
a particular phase of 
th e ir e d u c a tio n a l!] 
program — alcoholism 
problems of women — 
by 
th e 
G e n e r a l 
Federal of Women’s 
Clubs Clubwomen all 
over the United States 
are realizing the im­ 
portance of bringing 
the facts of alcoholism 
to every citizen and 
women 


T h e re is good re a s o n fo r the 
clubwomen to get involved 
For exam­ 
ple, ten years ago one out of every six 
persons with an alcohol problem was a 
woman It is now one out of three 
In a 
1974 survey. 
Alcoholics Anonymous 
found that one out of every three new 
members in the last three years was a 
woman 
About 47 percent of adult 
women now drink once a month or more 


There are other statistics that point to 
the growing problem. 
Prelim inary 
findings from a 1974 national survey of 
junior and senior high school students in­ 
dicate that among seventh graders 63 
percent of boys and 54 percent of girls 
have had a drink - the proportion of 
teen-age drinkers increased with grade 
to 93 percent of 12th grade boys and 
87 percent of 12th grade girls.

Alcoholism among women has largely 
been a “hidden illness” because of the 
harsh stigma attached to the woman 
with an alcohol problem. If an alcoholic 
man is considered weak-willed, the dou­ 
ble standard makes the alcohol woman 
im moral, even promiscuous In many in­ 
sta n ce s the fam ily of the wom an 
alcoholic perpetuates the problem by 
weaving a “protective” circle of silence 
around her rather than urging her to seek 
treatm ent. And in too many cases, ex­ 
perts claim, her family physician simply 
prescribes her a bottle of tranquilizers, 
thus exposing her to the risks of cross­ 
addiction. rather than diagnosing her 
alcohol problem.

“ We don’t like to say 
the commission is kill­ 
ing people,” a Com­ 
merce official told our 
r e p o r t e r V a le r ie 
Strauss, “ but the fact 
is that safety stan ­ 
dards could save up to 
1,500 people a year.” 
In a recent memo. 
Com m erce 
officials 
w a rn e d te r s e ly : 
“ Upholstered furniture is the first item 
ignited in 106.000 fires yearly.” They ad­ 
ded that “ 43 percent of the injured vic­ 
tims die.” 
Furniture industry officials have met 
with the safety commission at least 28 
times, meanwhile, arguing that it would 
cost $1 billion to make upholstery less 
flammable 
Government calculations 
indicate it would cost closer to $127 
million. 
The commission continued to stall this 
year until Commerce official Howard 
Tipton fired off a private letter to 
Chairman John Bymgton. urging him to 
“ proceed with the formal rulemaking 
process.” 
In September, the commission finally 
voted that a mandatory standard for up­ 
holstered furniture was needed 
But 
Byington voted against the standard, 
arguing it was too complicated and im­ 
posed too large a burden on sm all 
businesses 
It is an unwritten doctrine of govern­ 
ment that an unwanted decision will go 
away if it is studied long enough 
The 
commission after four years of dawdling 


has now ordered another study. 
Footnote: A spokesman said the com­ 
mission had waited for the furniture 
makers to act voluntarily but is now 
weighing the impact of mandatory safety 
regulations. 
The staff hopes to have 
recommendations ready by next April, 
he said. 
Meanwhile, Sen Wendell Ford, D-Ky., 
has scolded Byington for failing to act 
against hazardous home insulation. 
Many people are turning to cellulose in­ 
sulation for their homes in response to 
President C arter’s plea to conserve 
energy 
But although the cellulose 
material can catch fire unless it is 
treated with a proper amount of flame 
retardant, the commission is not ex­ 
pected to act for another year. 


HOFFA STORY - On Bobby Baker’s 
first night in prison, he heard a voice 
calling: “ Baker. Baker." The irrepres­ 
sible form er Senate aide, once a con­ 
fidant of the high and mighty ; arrived at 
Lewisburg Federal Penitentiary on Jan. 
14, 1971, to begin a tax evasion sentence. 


The voice in the night whispered this 
message 
“ Jimm y Hoffa said to meet 
him tomorrow morning in the northwest 
corner at his table for breakfast.” 
Baker approached the Hoffa table next 
morning 
The imprisoned union leader 
was surrounded by a dozen of the 
meanest looking cons in the prison They 
drifted away as Baker settled beside 
Hoffa 
The two men, both brought down 
from the pinnacles of power, sat eyeball 
to eyeball over a prison breakfast 
They had met only once previously. 
"Bobby,” Hoffa began, “ we’ve got a lot 
of mutual friends ’ 
He warned that 
Baker, once a top aide to Lyndon 
J o h n s o n , r e p r e s e n te d “ th e e s ­ 
tablishm ent.” 
There are “ at least 150 m en” here, 
said Hoffa. who will be confined for the 
rest of their lives. They have nothing 
more to lose 
They would love the 
publicity of “killing you,” he told Baker. 
“I want everyone to know you're my 


friend,” Hoffa added. 
It was obvious 
that he had as much clout in the prison as 
he did in the Team sters Union. His bles­ 
sing, therefore, was a protective mantle. 
“You’ve got to watch your ass in this 
place.” was Hoffa’s parting advice. 
Baker believes Hoffa may have saved 
his life. The incident will lead off the 
book Baker is writing about his con­ 
troversial career in and out of govern­ 
ment. He intends to call it “ Child of the 
Senate.” 


Footnote: 
The crack investigative 
reporter, Lester Velie, reports that Hof­ 
fa had a storm y relationship with the 
Mafia. In his new book, “ Why Jimm y 
Hoffa Had to Die,” Velie claims Hoffa 
was first condemned to death by the 
Mafia at age 19. 
As Velie recounts it, Hoffa used the 
Purple Gang, a Mafia rival, to protect 
his embryonic Team sters organization. 
Furious, the Mafia held a "trial" and 
ordered a contract on young Hoffa 
But 
the quick-witted labor organizer con­ 
vinced the Mafia bosses that they would 
be better off dealing with him than deal­ 
ing him out. 
He maintained close ties with the 
Mafia but usually managed to outrage 
them. In 1966, angry Mafia men let Hof­ 
fa off again after another “ trial.” But in 
1975, Velie said, the Mafia held another 
trial and carried out the death sentence. 


BOYD BOWS OUT - We recently 
reported that Robert Boyd, chief ad­ 
m inistrative law judge for the National 
Transportation Safety Board, operates 
his private business affairs out of his 
government office. 
Immediately after the column ap­ 
peared the board began an investigation 
of the allegations. Some of the charges 
have already been verified Transporta­ 
tion officials will submit the findings to 
the Civil Service Commission. 
Meanwhile, Boyd has voluntarily step­ 
ped down as chief judge but will rem ain 
an associate judge, pending the outcome 
of the investigation

foundations of our church. It is un- 
American to have an I.D. 
That is. in my judgment, a venture in 
ideological mystification. 
What is un- 
American is the invasion of privacy. The 
documentation of individual Americans 
is not in itself a violation of privacy. 
What is done with that documentation is 
what matters. 
B efore we had a fed eral Social 
Security Act, we did not need federal 
Social Security numbers. It would be 
chaotic to attem pt to do without Social 
Security numbers ; and so far as one can 
judge, Americans nowadays accept not 
only Social Security, but Social Security 
num bers; and there has been no abuse. 
Before the age of passports, there were 
no passport numbers; but there is no 
rational resentm ent of passports nowa­ 
days, if it is conceded that the identifica­ 
tion of the individual is important. 
Which brings us to the critical ques­ 
tion. Much having been written on the 
problem of immigration, the subject of 
an identity card arises. It appears that 
there is available a technology for the 
m anufacture of an identity card that is 
virtually proof against forgery. 
By 
definition, anything produced by craft 
can be reproduced by craft: "so that 
although it is unsafe to say that the con­ 
tem plated identity card will be absolute 
proof of the identity of its holder, experts 
assure us it would take the resources of a 
superpower to duplicate it. 
What have we got, if we have an iden­ 
tity card? A means not of damming the 
tide of im m igrants coming over the Mex­ 
ican broder (prim arily); but a means of 
greatly reducing their number. The pop­ 
ulation problem in Mexico is as severe as 
anywhere in the world. I was a student 
in Mexico when the population of the 
country was 22 million. The woman was 
born in 1975 (I quote a M exican 
authority) who will become the mother 
of the 100 millionth living Mexican. 
The barom etric differences in the 
economy of the American sunbelt, and of 
the north country of Mexico, is of the 
kind that causes tidal waves. If it is true 
that there are already seven or more 
million illegals in the United States to­ 
day, then they are already inundating u s: 
but the floods lie ahead. 
An identity card is not the solution, it 
is merely one device to aid in the regula­ 
tion of one problem 
The presumptive 
philosophical objections to it ought to be 
analyzed. If we believe that a country 
has the right to regulate citizenship by a 
rhythm suitable to its own priorities, 
then it follows that a country has the 
right to seek the means of distinguishing 
between those people within its frontiers 
who are citizens, and those who are not. 
An identity card is, of course, the kind 
of thing one associates with totalitarian 
regimes like Russia’s and China’s, and 
despotic regimes like South Africa’s, 
used for the purpose of doing things no 
state should ever be perm itted to do. But 
that is a contamination not of the card, 
but of the uses to which it is put. 
T his distinction — as we move 
cautiously into the question of what to do 
about the illegals — we ought to keep 
clearly in our mind. It would have the ef­ 
fect of causing the arm ies beleaguering 
our little magazine to pack up, and go 
home.

Unlawful activities plague broadcast spectrum 
CBers in need of self-discipline 
by Ink Dipper 


The secrecy was absolute 
as the FCC team arrived in 
Nashville, Tenn., in mid- 
August to begin its investi­ 
gation of illegal broadcast­ 
ing activities in middle Ten­ 
nessee. 
Complaints had been com­ 
ing into the Nashville office 
of the United States attorney 
as well as the Federal Com­ 
munications 
headquarters 
in Washington, D.C. The 
complaints reported inter­ 
ference as well as broad­ 
casting 
on 
unauthorized 
bands. Many of the com­ 
plaints indicated the m atter 
was serious. Hal Grigsby, 
FCC investigations engineer 
in the Atlanta office, had 
been discussing the prob­ 
lems with Robert Watson, 
assistant 
United 
States 
attorney, by telephone. 
The problems were being 
reported by various federal 
and state entities as well as 
television viewers," Grigsby 
explained. "We know by sur­ 
vey that for every single 
complaint we receive, there 
are 14 others that do not put 
it in writing. In other words, 
the complaints we receive 
represent only the tip of the 
iceberg." 
Enforcement is obviously 
a nightmare for the FCC as 
the use of linear amplifiers 
by many CBers becomes 
increasingly difficult to con­ 
trol. The Atlanta office serv­ 
ing four states receives an 
average of 100 complaints 
per month. 
There is an electro-mag­ 
netic smog in the country," 
Grigsby explained. "And it 
takes all users — CBers, 
industrial 
radio, 
govern­ 
ment, marine — working at 
maintaining a discipline to 
achieve compatability. Most 
CBers have been helpful be­ 
yond expression. Clubs have 
notified us when they detect 
a violation, and have helped 
us in searching out the cul­ 
prit. They’ve been great." 
In the middle Tennessee 
raid a team that varied

Most 
the time there were three 
cars on the road, equipped 
with radio-receiving equip­ 
ment as well as very sophis­ 
ticated 
direction finding 
gear. 


areas on the authorized 40 
channels. Often the maver­ 
ick is a CBer or an unli­ 
censed ham operator who 
seems to get a thrill from 
innovating with his set. The 
black box with the assorted

'Our equipment is of such 
technological excellence," 
he said, "that we are only as 
far away from the trouble 
spot when the finder locates 
the signal as it takes us to 
drive directly to it." 
The complaints generally 
involve CBers who have at­ 
tached linears to their CB 
unit to achieve 400-watts 
power instead of the 40 watts 
allowed, and CBers and ham 
operators who have modi­ 
fied their sets with a crystal 
box so they can use other 
channels outside the 40 au­ 
thorized by the FCC in the 
citizens radio band. 
"Linears override every­ 
thing around them," it was 
explained. "Not only will 
they interfere with adjacent 
channels to the one they are 
using, but they also can 
affect television reception, 
industrial radio, police com­ 
munications, 
military 
— 
even airport landing instru­ 
ments. 
In other 
words 
human lives are jeopard­ 
ized." 
When a crystal box is 
wired into a CB unit and 
outboarded, 
the crystals 
provide 
access to other 
channels. 
Generally 
the 
excuse is that the operator 
wanted to avoid the conges­ 
tion that exists in m»nv 
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crystals makes it possible 
for him to operate beyond 
the confines of the CB band. 
It is the veteran CBers who 
help police the spectrum and 
locate the scofflaws. Pin­ 
pointing the location is the 
responsibility of the enforce­ 
ment unit of the FCC. 
"Our hit in middle Tennes­ 
see is a specific example of 
the work we do in trying to 
keep the airwaves clear," 
Grigsby responded. "Citi­ 
zens band radio is one of the 
greatest communications 
techniques to be achieved 
since World War II. It will 
take another two or three 
years before it is fully uti­ 


lized. And it can be of 
greater service than it is 
presently. But, you can’t 
have one man driving at 100 
miles down the highway, 
endangering everyone else’s 
life because they are follow­ 
ing the legal speed limit. 
That’s the guy using a linear 
amplifier. He’s doing that to 
CBers — all of them." 
Seven homes and one mo­ 
bile were raided in the 
search in middle Tennessee. 
Equipment valued at be­ 
tween $15,000 and $20,000 
was confiscated. Charges 
have not yet been filed 
against the operators be­ 
cause the United States at­ 
torney for the district has 
not received his final report 
from the FCC investigations 
laboratory. At that time the 
decision to file criminal 
charges or drop them will be 
made. 
Watson says: "The unlaw­ 
ful activities plaguing the 
broadcast spectrum are of 
such importance to our daily 
lives that we must view 
them as serious and treat 
them that way." 
Modifying a transmitter is 
one thing. Using this as a 
way of operating a set in a 
manner not approved de­ 
stroys citizens band for 
everyone.

Check your CB for 
tv interference 


If you’ve been hearing com­ 
plaints about your CB unit 
c aus ing television i n ­ 
t e r f e r e n c e , 
you 
are 
reasonably assured that it 
could as easily be the TV set 
itself as your CB set. 
A letter from one of our 
readers, Ted Clifford, in 
Portland, Ore., asks how to 
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check out this problem 
because he’s been catching 
the devil from several of his 
neighbors about TV in­ 
terference. 


Interference applies mostly 
to 
base 
s t a t i o n s . 
A 
transmitter operated in close 
proximity to a television set 
can cause interference. If only 
a few VHF channels on the 
television set are getting the 
interference, it probably is 
the transmitter. If it appears 
on all the channels, the televi­ 
sion set is the place to start 
looking 


Remember, an AM CB 
transmitter should put out a 
carrier signal plus upper and 
lower sidebands. An SSB 
transmitter will generate only 
the carrier and one sideband. 
Additionally, there is the 
matter of spurious signals 
which is generally the second 
harmonic of the generated 
signal. 


Without getting more 
technical than this, you can 
assume that, if your unit was 
built before 1974, it could be 
your transmitter that may be 
causing the problem. If, on the 
other hand, its vintage is after 
1974, the FCC had cleared the 
manufacturer’s design and its 
criteria required that spurious 
signals be attenuated by 50 db. 
And this won’t cause TVI.

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Looking at gall stones

DEAR DR. LAMB - Will 
all gall stones show up on X 
rays? I had my gall bladder 
removed a year ago. A year 
has passed since then and I 
have lots of pain in the area 
where the gall bladder was. 
I have had X rays and no 
stones show up. 
I have heard if one has 
stones that aren ’t removed 
they can cause cancer. Is 
there any other way except 
by X ray that they can locate 
gall stones? 
DEAR READER - In gen­ 
eral, there are two types of 
gall stones but there can be 
mixtures of m aterials that 
form 
stones. 
The stones 
formed chiefly from choles­ 
terol are not opaque on X 
rays. That is why a person 
takes gall bladder dye be­ 
fore a gall bladder exam ina­ 
tion. 
The dye is opaque and 
concentrates inside the gall 
bladder. 
The 
transparent 
cholesterol stones then stand 
out from the solid appearing 
dye and can be seen. 
The stones m ade from bile 
pigment are sm all, hard 
stones that are visible on X 
rays without dye and some 
stones contain other m iner­ 
als that make them visible. 
The opaque stones can be 
seen by X ray even if they 
are in the bile system after 
the gall bladder has been 
removed, and if you inject 
opaque m aterial the others 
can be seen as well. There 
are techniques to visualize 


by X ray the entire bilary 
tree. 
Discomfort from abnor­ 
mal drainage of the bile may 
still be present after an 
operation. Then there is that 
frequent problem that the 
pain the patient was both­ 
ered with may not have been 
caused by the gall stones at 
all, even if stones were pres­ 
ent. The main offender here 
is pain in the colon, in the 
upper right abdomen over 
the liver area. A spastic 
colon often causes pain in 
this area whether or not the 
person has gall stones. When 
the gall stones are seen on X 
ray, it is then assum ed that 
they are the cause of the 
pain -which may not be the 
case at all. 
In such a case, after the 
gall stones are removed the 
spastic colon persists and 
the pain in the upper right 
abdomen persists too. The 
patient may think it is be­ 
cause the gall bladder dis­ 
ease has not been cured, but 
the truth may be the gall 
bladder never had anything 
to do with the pain. 
That doesn’t m ean the gall 
bladder should 
not have 
removed. The weight of evi­ 
dence is in favor of rem ov­ 
ing a diseased gall bladder if 
you have a good surgeon 
available and are otherwise 
in good health and unlikely 
to have complications from 
surgery. I might add that all 
the surgeons I know tell me 
they are very good, but some 


of them seem to have better 
results than others.

If you have colon com­ 
plaints, you may need to go 
on a program to improve 
your colon function, includ­ 
ing increasing the cereal 
bulk in your diet. 
There is an increased inci­ 
dence of cancer of gall 
bladders with stones. Since 
yours has been removed, I 
think you don’t need to 
worry about that. 

LAMB - I 
have had two heart attacks, 
both mild, and am on a low 
cholesterol diet.

DEAR READER - Judg­ 
ing from the enormous num­ 
ber of letters I get about fats 
that is one of the most 
difficult concepts for the 
public to understand about 
foods. 
The term vegetable fat 
includes all fats that don’t 
come from anim als or ani­ 
mal products. Hence it in­ 
cludes safflower oil which is 
low in saturated fat and high 
in polyunsaturated fat, and 
coconut oil, which is just the 
opposite, high in saturated 
fat and low in polyunsatu­ 
rated fat. If you want to limit 
saturated fat and use po­ 
lyunsaturated fat, don’t de­ 
pend on a food label that just 
says vegetable fat - it is 
often coconut oil, saturated 
fat. 
The other point people 
have trouble with is under­ 


standing that the fat in food 
is made up of several differ­ 
ent types of fat. P art of the 
fat 
is 
s a tu ra te d , 
p a rt 
monounsaturated and some 
polyunsaturated fat. The ra ­ 
tio is important. If you want 
to eat food that contains fat 
that is low in saturated fat 
and and relatively high in 
polyunsaturated fat, you will 
choose fish, or not quite so 
good, poultry. The red m eats 
tend to contain fat that is 
relatively low in polyunsatu­ 
rated fat. 
The number of letters 
about peanut butter also a t­ 
tests to its place as an 
American favorite. Half the 
weight of peanut butter is 
FAT and about 20 per cent of 
that fat is saturated fat. You 
would be better off to choose 
breast of chicken and eat 
chicken sandwiches if you 
want to limit your fat con­ 
sumption. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I am 
69 years old and had a 
hysterectomy at age 53. A 
year ago, we moved and I 
went to a new doctor. He 
proceeded to do a Pap test. 
Now it’s been a year since 
the negative test and 
I 
received a notice it is tim e 
for my yearly Pap test. Is 
this necessary? I always 
thought that after the uterus 
was removed that was it. 
Please find it in you heart 
to answer this old lady. 
DEAR READER - From 
a purist point of view, you 
could develop cancer of the 
vagina, but of course your 
days of worrying about cer­ 
vical cancer are over. The 
risk of cancer is indeed 
small in anyone who has had 
both the cervix and body of 
the uterus removed. 
I still think you should 
have an annual examination 
with or without a Pap test. 
You need to be sure you 
don’t have any lumps in your 
breasts You are in the age 
group for the peak rate of 
breast cancer (between 55 
and 74 years of age).

Are ombudsmen misusing their muscle?

HOLLYWOOD — (NEA) 
— Nobody will talk about it 
very much, but around the 
country a new form of black­ 
mail is springing up. And it 
uses radio and TV as its 
muscle. 
It is based on the ordinar­ 
ily beneficial field of con­ 
sumer reporting, the om­ 
budsmen who handle con­ 
sumer complaints against 
businesses and, theoretical­ 
ly, straighten them out. 
But, according to many 
sources, many of these om­ 
budsmen are using their 
power wrongly — certainly 
unethically, perhaps illegal­ 
ly. In effect, they are black­ 
mailing local and possibly 
national businesses. 
At the least, they are say­ 
ing to businesses, in essence, 
that they have received a 
complaint from a listener or 
a viewer. And the threat, 
perhaps stated, perhaps just 
implied, is that unless the 
businessman agrees to rem­ 
edy the situation, the om­ 
budsman will report nega­ 
tively about him on his pro­ 
gram. 


At the worst, there may be 
outright bribery, by which 
the radio or TV ombudsman 
agrees he will not say any­ 
thing negative about the 
businessman in return for a 
gift — perhaps of a product 
or service, perhaps of cash. 
It is not known just how 
widespread this practice is, 
but most people, knowledge­ 
able in the area of consumer 
affairs, believe it is growing. 
"We hear rumors about 
various shows," says a 
spokesman for the Better 
Business Bureau. "But 
that’s all they are — just 
rumors. I know that some 
businesses feel a lot of pres­ 
sure. The pressure on them 
may not be stated, it may 
just be implied, but it is 
there, nevertheless." 
A spokesman for The 
Broadway, one of the largest 
department store chains in 
Southern California, said 
that the store has always 
been "into consumerism," 
and has always been respon­ 
sive to complaints from its 
customers. 
"But," she added, "if we 


get a complaint from TV or 
radio people, it gets extra- 
special attention." 
One of the leading con­ 
sumer ombudsmen in the 
United States is David 
Horowitz, who does a show 
on a local Los Angeles news 
program, as well as a syndi­ 
cated weekly show — Con­ 
sumer Buyline — and fre­ 
quent appearances with 
Johnny Carson and Dinah 
Shore. There has never been 
any question about his integ­ 
rity, but he admits that some 
of his colleagues are not as 
scrupulously honest as he. 
"Most consumer report­ 
ing," Horowitz says, "is a 
rip-off. Let’s face it, we 
(consumer ombudsmen) 
have the power of the mass 
media, and that power can 
easily be abused." 
Horowitz feels that there 
are many case of blackmail 
perpetrated by some con­ 
sumer reporters around the 
country. 
Industry is aware of the 
power that is potentially in 
the hands of radio and TV 
consumer reporters. Several 
large companies, which 
refused to be quoted, said 
that they had had instances 
where ombudsmen had 
asked for favors in return 
for on-the-air silence. Other 
industry spokesmen, howev­ 
er, denied any such experi­ 
ence. 
"In no way," said a man 
with RCA, "have I thought 
that we have ever been 
blackmailed." 
He says that RCA has had 
several occasions when con­ 
sumer ombudsmen have 
come to them, relaying com­ 
plaints from their listeners 
or viewers. 
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"They have always given 
us a chance to defend 
ourselves," he says. 
"Of 
course, anybody can make 
any sort of claim, and we 
must have the right to inves­ 
tigate it. If it’s a minor 
thing, we’ll go along with it, 
and rectify it. But if it comes 
to replacing a picture tube 
after the warranty is up — 
no, we’ll stand by our prod­ 
uct." 


Horowitz, in his Los Ange­ 
les program, is famous for 
scolding consumers as well 
as businesses. He has a staff 
of seven, plus a couple of 
part-timers, and they get 
some 1,500 letters per week 
and investigate many of 
them. 


They have worked as long 
as two years on a particular 
problem. One disability case 
lasted three years and re­ 
sulted in a $23,000 settlement 
for Horowitz’ viewer. At the 
other extreme, his staff once 
probed the complaint of a 
child who said he had bought 
a piece of bubble gum that 
was hard and, after a few 
phone calls, the candy store 
owner agreed to give the 
victim a fresh piece of bub­ 
ble gum. 


People complain 
to 
Horowitz about everything, 
even to being short-counted 
on a roll of toilet tissue. 
However, most complaints 
involved, in order, automo­ 
biles, insurance and mail 
order situations. 


As one of the pre-eminent 
practitioners of the art of on- 
t h e - a i r o m b u d s m e n , 
Horowitz travels all over the 
country, lecturing, guesting 
on TV and radio shows, 
being interviewed. 


"I’ve looked at other con­ 
sumer reporters," he says. 
"And I’ve seen them doing 
things I consider wrong. I’ve 
seen them use disguises, 
which is, I think, a form of 
entrapment. I believe that 
sort of thing is counterpro­ 
ductive." 
Still, it appears to be grow­ 
ing. And many businesses 
are aware of it. They appear 
to feel that it is something 
they will have to live with, 
like higher costs. And, like 
higher costs, if businesses 
have to pay blackmail to 
consumer reporters, they 
will undoubtedly pass those 
costs along to you.

Plants in the home... 
A fresh look at dried flowers 


If I could afford it there’d alw ays be 
bunches of fresh cut flow ers in the 
room s where I live and work Since I 
can ’t. I’ve learned to enjoy dried 
natural m aterials. In w inter, the sight 
of som ething as sim ple a s a bunch of 
tall dried g rass stuck in a basket can 
boost my spirits and m ake me think of 
sum m er (Of course. I have in mind 
the kind of g ra ss that grow s by the 
roadside, or in fields, m eadow s and 
pastures, not the kind som e people 
sm o k e.) 


In fact, if I can't have fresh flowers 
o r b o u q u e t s o f d r ie d n a t u r a l 
m aterials. I’d ju st a s soon not have 
anything A plastic flow er or plant is 
about a s appealing to me as a pie 
m ade of wax fruit and I've noticed 
that those fashioned of paper have a 
terrible habit of fading and collecting 
dust. 


Of course, if you have the money, 
silk flow ers can be extraordinarily 
beautiful, a s can those m ade of beads 
and porcelain Since these represent a 
sizable investm ent, I recom m end you 
shop around and see w hat’s available 
before you m ake a choice 


My 
favorite dried 
arrangem ent, 
now well on its way to a successful 
two-year run, is one my 16-year-old 
son Steven conceived and put together 
for the entryway of our apartm ent It 
consists of 24.? stem s of dried wheat, 
all m ore or less the sam e length, 
arranged in groups of three, precisely 
1 inch ap art, in a square m easuring 9 
bv 9 inches. 


To serve a s the base. Steven cut a 
piece of styrofoam 2 inches thick and 
10 by 10 inches Beginning a half-inch 
from the edge, he used a ruler to 
m easure and an icepick to m ake a 
hole in the foam to receive each group 
of stem s. Then he dipped the bases of 
the stem s in white glue and inserted 
them in place His final step w as to 
put the base in an attractiv e container 
and fill in all around, the spaces 
between the stem s included, with fine 
white sand 


Steven’s arrangem ent stands on a 
pedestal, spotlighted by a ceiling- 
mounted can ister fixture I call it my 
field of wheat and the sight of it never 
fails to stir happy m em ories of 
childhood on a sm ali farm and ranch 
in western Oklahoma 


From an esthetic viewpoint, Steven 
su c c e e d e d 
in 
p a rt 
b e c a u se he 
arranged the stem s as they grow 
naturally, m ostly at right angles to 
the earth 's surface, and without any 
foreign m aterials 
A field of wheat 
may have a few weeds m ixed in but 
essentially it is all wheat, the sam e as 
his arrangem ent 


When I shop for dried m aterials. I 
avoid anything artificially dyed The 
colors tend to be garish and un­ 
natural (Anyone for a sheaf of blue 
wheat9 ) 


If I w ere buying a dried arran ge­ 
ment. I would avoid any that appear 
to have been m ass-produced a c ­ 
cording to one m aster pattern If you 
receive one of these stiff, form al a f­ 
fairs a s a gift, don’t be afraid to take 
it apart and re-arrange things to suit 
vourself 


If you want to collect dried weeds, 
seedpods and grasses from som eone 
else's property, ask perm ission first 
Always leave plenty of each plant to 
serve nature's purposes and never 
pick anything from a sand dune 


To dry your own natural m aterials, 
either hom e-grown or purchased 
fresh from a florist. I suggest these 
guidelines: 


Pick airy , alm ost-dry su b je c ts, 
such as garden everlastings, baby’s 
breath, plus wild goldenrod. before 
the buds open fuliv. Air-dry for a 
week with the stem s tied loosely in 
sm all bunches and hung upside down 
in an airv. dark, dry place Left up­ 
right in a w aterless vase, the supple 


ones dry in curves that add variety to 
the shapes in dried arrangem ents 


Layer ferns and other delicate leafy 
branches between thicknesses of new­ 
spaper. using heavy m agazines or 
bricks to do the pressing. Drying 
takes two to three weeks, depending 
on the m oisture content of the foliage 


Dip berry branches in a half-and- 
half solution of c lear shellac and wood 
alcohol, then hang upside down to drip 
drv 


Give evergreens such a s holly and 
euonymus and tree foliage a two- to 
three-w eek

Mind your money 
Economics of wood fuel 


A hundred years ago, 75 percent of 
all our energy came from wood. 
Now, wood provides only a small 
fraction of one percent of our energy 
supply. 
But, that fraction shows signs of 
growing fast. 
With the cost of 
traditional energy sources going out 
of sight and with the threat of gas 
shortages in certain parts of the 
country, more and more homeowners 
(and some major building owners) 
are investigating wood-buring stoves 
and central furnaces.

In New England, it’s estimated that 
at least 30 percent of the homes now 
use 
supplem entary wood-burning 
stoves or furnaces for 50 percent or 
more of their heating. 
And, in the 
Southwest, experiments are under 
way to use wood-burning devices with 
solar energy to power air con­ 
ditioners. 
For people who live in New England 
or the cold, North Central states, hav­ 
ing a wood-burning supplementary or 
standby heating system can make a 
lot of sense. According to John Rum- 
mler, an architect and designer of 
w ood-burning h eatin g sy ste m s, 
"burning wood can cut your energy 
bill in half .” A lot depends on where 
you live — the availability and price 
of wood and the cost of regular energy 
supplies. 
A heating stove can cost from $200 
to $300 and, if you need an extra 
chimney for it, you can spend from 
$200 to $300 more. A central wood- 
burning furnace that couples with 
your current heating system can cost 
anywhere from $1,200 to $2,200 in­ 
stalled 
But this cost includes your 
hot water system as well. 
If you live in a moderate clim ate 
area such as northern Florida or the 
Southwest, you can get away with a 
small, inexpensive stove. 
It’s only 
used infrequently during cold snaps. 
In his excellent book, “The Wood- 
burners E n cyclop ed ia,” physics 
professor and wood-fuel expert, Jay 
Shelton, recommends such sm all, in­ 
expensive stoves as the Ashley 23 or 
25 and the Yankee for occasional 
heating use. 
People in colder climate areas who 
are worried about gas shortages can 
also use a couple of these small stoves 
as standby “ insurance" hedges. But, 
both Shelton and Rummler warn that 
any stove has to be properly installed 
by an expert. 
Otherwise, you could 
create a fire hazard. 
For colder clim ate areas where you 
want to use wood as an alternate fuel 
supply to bring down your overall 
heating costs, you can either install 
one or two larger stoves or install a 
central furnace. 
You can g e t a ir tig h t, th e r ­ 
mostatically controlled stoves that 
provide steady heat for 10 to 12 hours 
without reloading. 
But. long, slow 
fuel bum s can create dangerous 
residue buildup. By using less wood, 
more oxygen and shorter burn tim e, 


you can get efficient heating with lit­ 
tle or no residue. If you can store the 
heat in a hot water boiler system , you 
can also get less frequent refueling. 
C entral sy stem s coupled with 
boilers can now use combinations of 
wood, solar and other fuels for a 
balanced energy supply. 
In some 
areas, wood suppliers are forming 
companies that keep you supplied on a 
contract basis (like the oil suppliers). 
To get the right type of stove or 
central unit, you must deal with ex­ 
perienced suppliers who can evaluate 
your needs and install heating units so 
they’ll be safe. 
Prof. Shelton lists 
many types of stoves and central un­ 
its — discussing pros and cons — with 
complete manufacturers’ addresses 
in his book. 
There’s even a special 
sto v e liste d for m ob ile hom es 
(Suburban Mobilmatic).

Q. Is antifreeze “permanent" or 
do you have to change it periodically? 
— E.J.C., Lusby, Md. 
A. 
As the old saying goes: 
“Nothing is permanent, except death 
and taxes.” Radiator specialists say 
you should change “permanent" anti­ 
freeze every other season — as a 
minimum. 
A change every season 
would be even better. 
This is particularly true for later 
model cars because their engines run 
so much hotter. There is a buildup of 
contamination which, in turn, sets up 
a process of electrolysis. 
This cor-

You can tell when antifreeze needs 
to be changed because it turns dirty in 
color and has bits of particles floating 
in it. 
Some brands change color 
automatically when it’s time for a 
change. 
When you buy new antifreeze, 
make sure a radiator specialists does 
the job. You need a power flush to 
make sure you get all the old fluid out. 


Q. I read with interest the column 
you wrote on auto repair rip-offs on 
the road. You quoted a mechanic as 
saying people should get a “second 
opinion” from a car dealer’s shop 
before agreeing to buy expensive 
repair suggested by a gas station on a 
main travel route. 
May I tell you my experience with 
so-called authorized dealers? Coming 
back from Mexico, my car was gulp­ 
ing oil. So 1 stopped at an authorised 
new-car dealer. I was told the engine 
job would cost $450 and take three 
days. 
I shuddered and drove on I stopped 
at a gas station and was told by the 
“unauthorized” mechanic that all I 
needed as a new PVC (emission con­ 
trol filter) at a cost of slightly over $4. 
How’s that for saving $450? — J.O., 
Guadalahara, Mexico. 
A. Saving $450 sure gives one a lift. 
But. you just made my point. I said to 
get a second opinion whenever expen­ 
sive repairs were suggested on the 
road.

(independent garages), says you 
sh ou ld a lw a y s h a v e your ca r 
thoroughly checked before going on a 
long trip. Pay special attention to: 
hoses, belts, battery, filters and em is­ 
sion control system. Then, you won’t 
be stuck with needing replacements 
along the way. 
If you are stuck in any given town 
and need repairs, look in the yellow 
p a g e s for g a r a g e s that h a v e 
mechanics who have been approved 
by th e N a tio n a l In stitu te for 
Automotive Service. This shows that 
the establishment cares about the 
quality of its mechanics and will 
probably charge you a fair price. 
A call to the local Chamber of Com­ 
merce and Better Business Bureau 
should be able to provide names of 
garages that have a good reputation. 


Q. Is it legal for restaurants to pay 
waitresses less than the minimum 
wage because they get tips? 
My 
daughter’s boss counts tips as part of 
her salary. — R.A.C., Freeport, Pa. 
A. 
Under the federal minimum 
wage law, an employer can deduct up 
to 50 percent of wages to cover tips 
received 
The new minimum wage coming 
out of congress will be $2.65 an hour 
(supposed to start in January, 1978). 
This means an employer could deduct 
as much as $1.33 an hour to cover tips. 
If. however, after a week’s work, 
your daughter's wage is less than the 
minimum (wage plus actual tips), the 
employer must pay the back wages. 
If you suspect that you're not get­ 
ting the full minimum, call your local 
Wage and Hour office (under "U.S. 
Government” in the phone book).

The pennywise traveler 


Flying charter: don’t miss the flight

On a money-saving charter trip, 
how can you lose? 
For the answer, you can stay tuned 
here or follow in the expensive 
footsteps of a Wisconsin woman. 
What she did was get caught in an air 
controllers’ strike that caused her to 
arrive late from Milwaukee and miss 
her charter flight out of New York. 
In short order, she learned what 
other unfortunates have discovered as 
well: It doesn’t matter if you’re 50 
feet from the terminal (and moving 
rapidly), weathered in at another air­ 
field or caught in a traffic jam on the 
Long Island Expressway. Once you’ve 
missed the outward-bound part of a 
charter trip, there’s no getting it or 
your money back. Hiat portion of 
your cheap trip is down the drain 
forever. Moreover, you stand to lose 
any included tour and your return 
transportation as well, unless you get 
up the money for another flight that 
will let you catch up. 


Charters are rightfully high on most 
“ bargain buy” lists, but they do have 
built-in problems for anyone who 
needs to change plans, late or early. 
With long waiting periods often 
required between the time you buy 
and the time you fly, changed circum­ 
stances and problems like the 
Wisconsin woman’s can and do turn 
more than a few charter fliers into 
financial losers instead of gainers. 


The nicer news is that although 
there’s no Dr. Feelgood who can offer 
instant, surefire relief to all comers, 
there are nonetheless strategies and 
rules that charter passengers may be 
able to use to save themselves Some 


are simple, some complex, but 
anyone who’s shopping in the charter 
market should take time to unders­ 
tand them. 


The first thing, of course, is to 
check the cancellation and refund 
provisions of any trip you’re consider­ 
ing. Most advantageous are ones that 
let you drop out with only a small 
loss, none at all if you notify the tour 
operator early enough A few close 
out all options early and ask 100 per­ 
cent forfeit of the trip’s price for any 
reason other than illness, death or in­ 
jury. The closer you are to the depar­ 
ture date, the more it’s likely to cost 
you to cancel or change dates 
whatever your reason — illness, in­ 
jury and death included 


Cancellation insurance is a sound 
idea, although it may not cover what 
you think it covers. Virtually no one 
offers it for anything but incapacity, 
although it’s useful if you have to 
cancel for illness, death or injury 
after the charter’s cancellation 
penalties are in effect. 


In other words, you can’t really 
protect yourself against things like a 
missed connection, a shift in the vaca­ 
tion period you’re allowed, a family 
crisis or the fact that your traveling 
companion suddenly isn’t going 


Some policies are broader than 
others, though, and you can at least 
find one that offers money back if you 
have to cancel or return home 
because of illness, injury or death in 
your immediate family — with ‘‘im­ 
mediate family” defined to include 
grandparents or grandchildren. 


If you don’t want to waste your in­ 
surance money (about $2.50 to $3.50 
per $100), you should imagine the 
worst: Ask yourself where the in­ 
surance company will be if and when 
you need it. Will it be at hand or at 
home, and inaccessible to make a 
quick payoff except through costly 
means? Also consider whether you 
need to insure against losses on the 
ground portion of your trip as well as 
in the air, AND what it will cost if you 
have to buy an expensive substitute 
ticket 


In short, don’t overinsure but don’t 
underinsure. And get the company to 
define “ illness." Some won’t pay if 
your ailment is a recurrence of 
anything you’ve been treated for 
before 


And don’t drop out without notifica­ 
tion if you can possibly help it. Rules 
are constantly changing and you may 
be able to salvage something 
regardless of what the fine print says. 
You may not personally sell or give 
your space to a possible substitute 
passenger, but the tour operator may 
be able to do so — even at the airport 
minutes before flight time. 


It’s therefore not a bad idea to have 
an available substitute up your sl­ 
eeve, since there’s a small chance 
that the tour operator may not have 
one of his own handy and CAN legally 
use yours You’re likely to be charged 
a fee nonetheless 


If your problem is strictly a matter 
of timing, before dropping out ask 
about transferring to another charter 


Again, the rules are complicated but 
there are charters and there are 
charters, some permitting switches, 
even a very late one. 
If your car breaks down on the ex­ 
pressway, for instance, and you can 
only get to the airport in time to wave 
your plane off, it’s marginally possi­ 
ble that there’s another charter about 
to go and another passenger who has 
called to say he won’t arrive. (Even if 
this means flying off in another direc­ 
tion, why not?) Certain tour-inclusive 
charters (ITCs) offer the best of these 
possibilities. 


Occasionally there’s another pos­ 
sibility It may be that your plane is 
scheduled to land at one or two other 
intermediate airports and you can 
catch up at one of those 


Happily, an “Emergency Circum­ 
stances Doctrine” serves to cover 
away-from-home charter passengers 
in “ unforeseeable delays," either in 
the air or on the ground 


Miss your return flight because of a 
broken leg, for instance, and the air­ 
line that brought you out CAN let you 
ride back at no extra charge if it has 
an empty seat on any other flight. 
That’s “ can,” not “ must,” however, 
meaning it's still up to the passenger 
to present a clear-cut persuasive 
case 


Still risky, though, is trying to con­ 
nect from a return flight to certain 
scheduled ground excursions Once 
more, a miss is likely to cost you. 


With a price reduction, nobody 
promises a rose garden, so look it all 
over

Changing antifreeze 


by Ray 


Changing the antifreeze in your 
car's cooling system is important for 
two reasons — corrosives and scale 
build up in the cooling system and the 
additives in the antifreeze wear out, 
just as they do in motor oil. And keep­ 
ing the right amount of antifreeze in 
is important for maximum cooling ef­ 
fectiveness, as well as for providing 
adequate protection against the 
c o o l a n t 
f r e e z i n g 
w h e n 
t h e 
temperature drops 
Every two years you should drain 
the coolant (which consists of water 
and antifreeze) 
from the engine, 
flush the system , and refill with clean 
water and new antifreeze. Here’s 
how to do it: 
Park the car on a level area, or if 
possible on a slight incline. 
If you 
park on an incline, point the front of 
the car down the incline. That’s for 
maximum drainage later 
Put a pan under the radiator for the 
coolant to drain into. Look at the bot­ 
tom of the radiator. 
You’ll see a 
drainage petcock 
Loosen it, but not 
enough so coolant can flow out. Just 
enough so you can turn it easily with 
.your fingers (B e.sure while you're 
doing this, of course, that the engine 
is off. and that you have the ignition 
keys in your pocket. You don’t want 
someone to fire up the old buggy 
while you've got your arm s and hands 
in the neighborhood of the fan ) 
Remove the radiator cap. 
The 
engine should be cool when you 
rem ove the cap. Ju st press down on 
the cap. and tw ist it counterclockwise 
until it com es off. 
Start the engine and let it run 10 


minutes or so until it reaches normal 
operating temperature. This causes 
the thermostat in the engine block to 
open so the coolant in the engine can 
drain out 
And as with motor oil, 
when the fluid is hot, the contami­ 
nants in there tend to flow out instead 
of staying behind. 
Stop the engine, and put the keys in 
your pocket. 
Open the drain petcock at the bot­ 
tom of the radiator, and let the 
coolant drain out 
When the coolant 
stops draining, shut the petcock with 
your fingers and pour a can of cooling 
system flush into the radiator. Then 
fill the radiator with water. 
Start the engine and let it run 
another ten minutes or so. Leave the 
radiator cap off now And keep an eye 
on the coolant level in the radiator. 
Add water if the coolant level drops. 
Shut the engine off. pocket the keys, 
open the drain petcock and let the 
coolant drain out. 
Close the petcock and fill the cool­ 
ing system with w ater from a garden 
hose 
A fter the system is filled, open 
the petcock all the way. and adjust 
the flow from the garden hose so that 
it m atches the flow from the drain 
petcock. 
After you’ve got the flow adjusted, 
start the engine and let it run for 
awhile 
As it runs it circulates the 
w ater through the cooling system , 
flushing out unwanted scale and con­ 
tam inants 
Keep an eye on the w ater flowing 
out the drain petcock 
When it 
becomes t lear. stop the engine and let 
all the w ater drain out

Now close the drain petcock with 
your fingers, then tighten it with 
pliers Don’t overtighten, just snug it 
up. If you apply a lot of muscle you 
can twist it off. 
N ow pour a n t i f r e e z e in the 
radiator. 
Add the amount indicated 
on the antifreeze container to give 
y o u -freezing protection down to the 
tem perature you want. You need to 
know your c a r’s cooling system 
capacity to do this (which you can 
find in a service m anual for your car. 
or by asking the service m anager at a 
local dealership). 


After putting in the antifreeze, if 
th ere’s any room left in the radiator, 
finish filling with w ater. Now run the 


engine for 10 minutes or so, keeping 
an eye on the coolant level in the 
radiator. 
Add water to the radiator 
as the coolant level drops. Continue 
running the engine and adding water 
until the coolant level stops dropping 
and the radiator remains full. 
Shut 
off the engine and replace the 
radiator cap. 
If your c ar has a coolant recovery 
system , em pty it if you can. 
Then 
flush the coolant recovery container 
out with w ater. If it’s w inter put a lit­ 
tle antifreeze in the container to keep 
it from icing up. If you’re unable to 
unhook and rem ove the coolant reser­ 
voir to em pty it, don't worry about it. 
T here’s not enough old coolant in 
there to m atter much anyway

About books 
Rich potential, poor performance 
Carol Fmlsmnthal 


Two talented writers have 
new novels out this fall - 
both of which are overwrit­ 
ten stories full of over­ 
worked 
characters and 
themes. 
Irwin 
Shaw’s "Beggar- 
man, Thief” is a sequel to 
'Rich Man, Poor Man,” the 
novel that sold six million 
copies and was adapted into 
a 
successful 
ABC mini­ 
series. 
In a note to the reader, 
Shaw makes it clear that 
there is no connection be­ 
tween this sequel and the 
television sequel, Rich Man, 
Poor Man, Book II, which 
ABC ran last season in order 
to cash in on the stupendous 
success of Book I. Under the 
terms of his contract, Shaw 
was powerless to prevent 
ABC’s writers from taking 
the Jordache family fate 
into their own hands. 
While *Beggarman, Thief” 
will undoubtedly maintain 
Shaw's reputation as a best­ 
selling writer, it won’t do 
much for his reputation as a 
crack 
sto ry teller. 
The 
Joraches seem tired and so 
does the plot. 
In fact, the only people 
who may find the sequel 
satisfying are those who 
wept unashamedly in front 
of their TV sets when Rudy 
was shot to death at the end 
of the television version. The 
book has a completely dif­ 
ferent - and happier - 
denouement. 
The sequel, which opens in 
1968 with Tommy’s burial at 
sea, lacks the qualities that 
made 
”Rich Man, 
Poor 
Man* such an absorbing tale 
- the sprawl of three dec- 
a d e s a n d t h r e e 
g e n e r a t i o n s , R u d o l p h , 
Tommy and Gretchen 
Jordache’s valiant struggle 
to survive and surmount 
their dreary, violent upbr­ 
inging in a small Hudson 
River town. 
Furtherm ore, 
Tommy, 
•Rich Man, Poor Man’s* 
most compelling character, 
is dead. Rudy has changed 
so drastically - from a man 
devoted to helping himself to 
a man devoted to helping 
others - that one suspects 
Shaw’s memory of his origi­ 
nal (published in 1970) has 
grown hazy. 
But the crippling weak­ 


ness of "Beggarman, Thief” 
is that it focuses on the 
younger generation of Jor- 
daches - Billy (Gretchen’s 
son) and Wesley (Tommy’s 
son). The cousins are flat 
characters — pale reflections 
of their parents.

Rudy’s regular reminiscing 
rankles. And Wesley’s lit­ 
eral search for his dead 
father by crossing the coun­ 
try talking to Tommy’s 
friends and enemies often 
results in tedious rehashes 
of 'Rich Man, Poor Man.* 
*Beggerman, Thief* ends 
with R u d o l p h ’s a n d 
Gretchen’s futures fixed, 
while Billy’s and Wesley’s 
are still floundering. And the 
lives of the youngest Jor- 
daches - Tommy’s son, bom 
within months of his father’s 
m urder, 
and 
Rudolph’s 
daughter - are totally unex­ 
plored. 
Obviously, there’s pqten- 
tial for a sequel to the sequ­ 
el, but not much promise in 
the possibility. After 'Beg­ 
garman Thief,* it’s hard to 
care what happens to the 
Jordaches. 
Philip Roth’s new novel, 
The Professor of Desire,* is 
also a sequel - well actually 
it’s an antecedent since it
